WILL NOT HANDLE NEXT CAMPAIGN 


Should the Arkansan Retire, Stone, 
of Missouri, May Be His Succes- 
sor—Ways and Means Com- 
mittee Will Submit 
a Report,

Washington, July 16.—(Spectal.)—The 
zurrent stock of misinformation has been 
greatly added to during the past few days 
by the speculations of energetic newspa- 
per writers concerning the approaching 
meeting of the democratic national com- 
mittee. The committee meets at Chicago 
on Tuesday and if it attempts to do all 
that the newspapers have scheduled, it 
will be in session for several weeks. 
Everything that can well be imagined 
even by prolific newspaper imaginations 
has been prophesied for this meeting of 
the committee—everything from the mak- 
ing of a presidential candidate on down 
the list of possibilities and impossibilities 
even to the turning over of the party’s 
affairs to ex-Governor Altgeld. 

As a matter of fact, there is not much 
that the committee will consider and still 
less that !t will accomplish. There will 
doubtless be a letter from Senator Jones, 
chairman of the committee, giying his 
wishes with regard to the chairmanship. 
The Arkansas senator has been a very 
{ll man. The last advices tell of improve- 
ment in his condition, but his trouble 
has been of a nature which will almost 
necessarily keep him from any great ac- 
tivity in party affairs In the future. He 
may retain the chairmanship until the 
next national convention and he may not: 
it is entirely with him. If he does stay 
in his present official capacity until then, 
it is almost certain that he will not un- 
dertake to carry through the next cam- 
paign. 

inere is nothing for the committee to 
do with regard to this, however, unless 
Senator Jones should tndicate a desire 
to resign now. In that case a successor 
would be chosen, and the indications are 
that Former Governor Stone, of Missouri, 
would be the man. Governor Stone has 
been acting as a sort of provisional chair- 
man of the ways and means committee, 
which is a sort of wheel-within-the-wheel 
of the committee, although made up prin- 
cipally of men not on the committee. 


The Ways and Means Committee. 

This ways and means committee will 
form one of the topics of discussion, It 
{s composed of Senator Jones, Governor 
Stone, Governor Altgeld, Senator Teiler 
and Senator Allen, and it is as the rep- 
resentative of this committee that ‘‘Coin’”’ 
Harvey has been working. The chief, if 
not the only purpose of this committee 
has been to raise funds with which to 
conduct the next campaign. It is made 
up, as will be seen, of representatives of 
the three silver partfes—Senator Teller 
representing the silver republicans and 
Senator Allen—more properly Judge Allen, 
as he is now out of the senate and holds 
a place on the Nebraska bench—the pop- 
ulists. ' 

This committee came into existence 
through appointment of Chairman Joncs, 
acting under general powers conferred by 
the national committee. There has been 
some objection to the make-up of this 
Ways and means committee, a number of 
democrats contending that in order to se- 
cure the best results the organization of 
the three parties should be kept absolute- 
ly separate. Some members of the nation- 
al committee say they would be able to 
raise considerable more money for a dis- 
inctly democratic committee than for one

The Clash in Illinois. 

At the St. Louls conference the troubles 
between Altgeld and the regular demo- 
Cratic organization of Illinols were aired 
at length. The bone of contention was 
that man Devlin, who, holding some quasi- 
Official appointment by the grace of Chair- 
man Jones, saw it to use his position for 
the purpose of knifing the party’s nominee 
in the Chicago mayoralty contest. Na- 
tional Committeeman Gahan asked that 
his case be investigated and the com- 
mittee sentiment was unanimously in fa- 
vor of granting this request in just as 
speedy a manner as possible. The con- 
ference had no such power, however, and 
the matter had to come over to the full 
committee. Devlin will be fired. There 
ls no love between Carter Harrison and 
Altgeld of course, but Altgeld has put 
himself outside the organization of the 
Party and the commttee is sure to stand 
by the organization. 

Some effort will be made to devise ways 
to raise a respectably large campaign 


fund. That is the hardest proposition

which the committee has to tackle. It 
is not hoped to cope with the republicans 
in this respect, but only to raise some 
money for necessary campaign expenses 
is necessary and even that is not easy. 

Neither the time nor the place of hold- 
ing the national convention will be de- 
termined at this meeting, and when all 1s 
said there is very little to be done. Of 
course there will be a discussion of policy, 
but the likelihood is there will not be any 
declaration. It is the province of the 
national convention to do the declaring 
for the party. 

Goebel and His Horns. 

Rivaling this national committee meet- 
ing, indeed exceeding it, in the volume of 
misinformation doled out to the reading 
public, {s the Kentucky situation. Thanks 
to his able and aggressive enemies, Sen- 
ator Goebel, the candidate for governor, 
{s pictured with horns of all horrible 
shapes and sizes. The fight on him con- 
ifues, principally in the republican press, 
though the so-called democratic papers 
which are the special representatives of 
the corporations are a close second. 

One of the most popular of the stories 
manufactured by the gossip mongers is 
that Goebel has turned out a wolf in 
sheep’s clothing and that his nomination 
is really a victory for the gold element. 
To give this story the semblance of truth 
it isecited that Judge Tarvin is supposed 
to be sorry of Goebel’s nomination. The 
judge is president of the Ohio Valley 
Bimetallic Union and one of the stanch- 
est silver men in Kentucky. This story 
of Judge Tarvin being of the doubters 
was, of course, promptly met by the 
judge himself, but that was hardly nec- 
essary, when {ft is recalled that Judge 
Tarvin was the floor leader of the Goe- 
bel forces at the Louisville convention, 
and with such other silver leaders as 
National Gommitteeman Urey Woodson 
and Joe Blackburn himself did all they 
could for the man who won out in that 
fight. This charge against Goebel its of 
the same stripe as the suggestion of The 
Washington Post that he will be elected 
‘because he has the Louisville and 
Nashville at his back.’’ The element 
which is doing mare than any other one 
elament to defeat Georbel is this same 
railroad corporation’ which has always 
opposed him. 

The Platform Goebel Wrote. 

This talk is all for the purpose of stir- 
ring up strife. It Is not going to succeed, 
however. Goebel is going to be elected 
governor and a legislature will be chosen 
which will send J6ée Blackburn back to 
the senate. The election will be won on 
the platform which Geobel wrote and 
which the convention adopted unani- 
mously, and,that platform contains the 
strongest possible indorsement of the 
Cheago platform. 

Geenral Taylor, the republican nomi- 
nee for governor, gets his title for being 
attorney general of the state. He js not 
a strong man. The republican party in 
Kentucky is ‘hopelessly split up into 
factions, and Taylor is a leader in what 
is known as the Hunter-DeBoe faction. 
Governor Bradley and his friends have 
no use in the world for this crowd. The 
accession of the republicans to power in 
Kentucky has resulted in political feuds 
as bitter and as lasting as the winchester 
variety they have up in Clay county, 
and Governor Bradley is already gun- 
ring for the Taylor crowd. In Bradley 
the republicans had a candidate abler 
and a better campaigner than the dem- 
ocratic candidate was; Bradley is one of 
the very best speakers In the state. Tay- 
lor is not strong in any respect,'He will 
not poll the full party vote. 

The outlook for the democrats, then, Is 
excellent, despite the efforts of the peo- 
ple fighting Goebel to stir up factional 
strife. And Goebel is all right. 

The Chandler-Gallinger row up in New 
Hampshire has been exciting the risibles. 
Chandler will have his fun. He has a 
great dislike for his colleague who, while 
in no sense a brilllant man, is a safe 
senator and has the party in ‘his state 
strongly at his back. Chandler prods him 
upon every possible occasion. Chandler 
is a brilliant little wasp who delights 
these days in “throwing the gaffs’’ into 
many of his republican colleagues, and 
who is far from popular with them in 
consequence. Gallinger was made to an- 
swer to the charge of soliciting contribu- 
tions from government employees, a 
great crime under the civil service laws, 
but one which could probably be charged 
against any public man active in politics. 
The personal animosities existing be- 
tween the two men came to a head at 
the hearing up at Concord and a person- 
al clash was only prevented by the hard 
work of friends. Gallinger is big enough 
to eat Chandler up, but the Latter was 
the aggressor throughout. 

There is a strong chance of Chandler 
being beaten at the end of his present 
term, which is his third. He hays he will 
make no fight if he has opposition, which 
is generally construed that he has taken 
a peep into the future and sees he is “up 
against it.”” When they believe they have 
u chance they do not sing that kind of a 
song. 

Senator Martin Not Worried. 

Senator Martin, of Virginia, was here 
the day the announcement came that 
Governor Hoge Tyler proposes to enter 
the list against him. If the announce- 
ment surprised or ruffled Martin in the 
least, he certainly did not show it. 

He isn’t at all afraid. The night be- 
fore the announcement came from Tyler, 
I talked with Senator Martin at the 
Riggs. “I feel perfectly confident of my 
re-election,” said he. “I do net care who 
may come out or how many; I am ready 
for them all and I feel confident of suc- 
cess. A few months ago, when they were 
fighting me on all sides, I began and 
did some work. Now I know they cannot 
touch me.” 

The senator is a worker and if he is 


Satisfied, it is a safe bet that Hoge Tyler 
is making a great big mistake in getting 
in the fight, Martin is the best political 
organizer in Virginia. He has many 
strong elements in his support, by no 
means the least being his colleague, the 
knightly Daniel. Daniel and Martin make 
a combination which Virginia is not like- 
ly to see broken for some time. 

A good many Virginians think Tyler 
should not fight Martin. They claim he 
was nominated by Martin's closest friends 
and supporters and that he should be 
for Martin rather than against him. A 
lot of Old Dominion politicians think it 
makes litt'e difference to Martin wheth- 
er Tyler opposes him or not. They have 
supreme confidence in the little giant 
from Albemarle, and from what little 
I know of Virginia politics I am inclined 
to think they're right. 


HARRISON TO SUPPORT BRYAN. 


Chicago’s Mayor Will Be Candidate 
for the Presidency in 1904. 
Cleveland, O., July 16.—Vincent I. Per- 
kins, of Chicago, who has been mention- 
ed as the successor of Carter H. Harri- 


son for the mayoralty of that city, is vis- 
iting in Cleveland. In an interview to- 
day he said that Mayor Harrison was 
loyal to William J. Bryan and would sup- 
port him for the presidency next year. 

“Mayor Harrison,” he said, ‘‘will be a 
candidate for governor of Illinois to suc- 
ceed Governor Tanner, and in 1904 he will 
be a can@idate for the presidency and will 
be nominated.”’ 

Mr. Perkins expressed the opinion that 
Mr. Altgeld had had his day In politics.

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HOPED BRYAN WOULD DECLINE 


Nebraskan Accepts Altgeld’s Invita- 
tion and Disappoints Harrison. 
Chicago, July g16.—John P. Altgeld has 
received a message from William J. Bry- 
an, in which Mr. Bryan says he will 
speak at the “Chicago platform mass 
meeting, which will be held at the audi- 
torlum July 30th, the date of the meet- 
ing’’ in Chicago of the democratic nation- 

al committee. 
According to The Tribune, the support- 


ere of Mayor Harrison had strongly hoped 


Mr. Bryan would refuse Mr. Altgeld's in- 
vitation, and even wrote to Mr. Bryan 
setting forth reasons from the viewpoint 
of the Harrison side why Mr. Bryan 
should not speak at the meeting. Mayor 
Harrison has been invited to deliver an 
address of welcome. He is invited as the 
mayor-of Chicago and not as a democrat. 

“Mr. Harrison is mayor of our city,’’ 


said Mr. Altgeld, ‘‘and it is only proper 
that we should invite him to welcome the 
visiting democrats,” 


SENDING AUSTRIANS 


HOME. 


Imported Coal Miners Are Being De- 
ported by Government. 
‘Chicaga, July 16.—(Special.)—Fifteen 
Austrian coal miners that are being de- 
ported from Rathbun, Ia., to their Croa- 
tin homes on the charge of having vio- 
lated the contract labor law, left Chica- 
ga for the east today, but Consul Gen- 
eral Nuber, of/ the Austria-Hungarian 
empire was at the station to investigate 
the rumor that the men were being un- 
justly returned to their native land. 

Deputy United States marshals, acting 
for the United States immigration com- 
missioners, refused to allow the consul 
to delay the scheduled departure of the 
immigrants. 

Mr. Nuber, however, wired Acting Con- 
sul General Freyesleben, at New York, 
to investigate the case thoroughly with 
a view to prevent the deportation of the 
fifteen men if thy are found to have 
been dealt with unjustly. 


PICKED UP AT SEA EXHAUSTED. 


Andrews’s Trip Across Atlantic in a 
Small Boat Fails. 

Liverpool, July 16.—The British steamer 
Holbein, Captain Sherlock, New York, 
July ist, for Manchester, which arrived 
here today, picked up Captain William A. 
Andrews, Known as the “‘lone naviga- 
tor,’’ who left Atlantic City June 18th in 
a little craft named Doree, barely twelve 
feet in length, to attempt to cross the 
Atlantic, 

Captain Andrews was found exhausted 
on July 12th about 700 miles from the 
Irish coast. His boat was left adrift. 

Captain Andrews when he left Atlantic 
City took an easterly course and head- 
ed direct for the Azores island, where he 
expected to stay for a few days to repro- 
vision. He hoped to make the voyage-to 
England in sixty days. The British 
Steamer Vamper Down spoke him on 
June 20th. Captain Andrews was at that 
time well and declined assistance. 


WOMAN KILLS HER MOTHER. 


Then Shoots Her Husband and Takes 
Her Own Life. 
Libertyville, Ill., July 16.—Folowing a 
family quarrel this afternoon, Mrs. George 
Treider shot and killed her mother, Mrs. 
Christian Foss, wounded her husband and 
killed herself. The snooting occurred at 
the home of Treider, a mile and a half 
northwest of Long Grove, a village near 
this place. Treider was shot three times, 
but it is thought will recover. The quar- 
rel was precipitated this afternoon by 
long standing family troubles. Hot words 
were exchanged during the morning be- 
tween Mrs. Foss and her daughter and 
Treider also become involved in the dis- 

cussion. 

The trouble was apparently over when, 
after dinner, it broke out afresh. Mrs. 
Treider stepped into the bedroom and, ap- 
pearing immediately with a _ revolver, 
opened fire on her mother. The first shot 
was fatal, and the husban®@ springing 
forward to disarm his wife, received three 
wounds that sent him from the house in 
retreat. After leaving.the house he heard 
two more shots, the ones that killed his 
wife. 

Mrs. Treider leaves two children, seven 
and five years old. She was thirty-three 
and her mother eighty _years of age.

One Negro Was Killed af Ishkooda 
and Four Others Wounded, 


DEPUTIES MAINTAIN ORDER 


No Further Trouble Is Expected by 
the Officers, 


TWELVE FURNACES BEING PREPARED

All of Them Will Be in Blast by Fall. 
Those in Blast Now Have More 
Orders Than They Can Fill. 
Political Gossip of 
the State. 


Birmingham, Ala., July 16.—(Special.)— 
All has been quiet today at Ishkooda and 
Coroner Dallas has commenced an inves- 
tigation into the kilMng of last night. The 
dead negro is Richard Cobb and he came 
from Atlanta. Four other negroes were 
shot and one of these cannot recover. 

A large number of witnesses have been 
examined already and tomorrow more 
will be put on the stand. There are no 
doubts that striking colored miners did 
the shooting, and the non-union miners 
have sworn revenge. Two hundred more 
negroes are to be brought in for the Ish- 
kooda mines by tomorrow night. Six- 
teen deputies are on duty and expect to 
keep down the trouble. 

Some Political Gossip. 

Birmingham, Ala., July 16.—(Spectal.)— 
United States Senator John T. Morgan. 
who left here this morning for Annis- 
ton, to continue his visit there with his 
daughters to Judge Lapsley, is very anx- 
lous to learn whether he is going to 
have some opposition when the time 
comes for the election of his successor, 
which is but a little over a year or so 
off yet. He stated in the presence of 
The Constitution representative here 
that he had not been definitely informed 
as to any candidate for the senate in the 
ranks of the democratic party, and 
though it has been his policy heretofore, 
he said, to totally ignore the request of 
men who are democrats, or claim to be 
democrats, to enter into any joint de- 
bate with them, that now he was ready 
to meet any and all candidates who did 
not follow the party or was ahead of 
the party in any way. That Senator 
Morgan meant Governor Johnston is very 
evident, but the last remarks made by 
the senator showed that he does not 
doubt but that he ts going to have some 
opposition, for he said that he intended 
taking out a license for a first-class 
loafer, meaning that he would spend 
some little time in Alabama from new 
on. Senator Morgan is a good talker. 
He expressed himself on every matter 
put to him and he only made one re- 
quest, and that was when he should be 
quoted that the quotation marks should 
not be used. He gave newspaper men 
the liberty of quoting him as they 
choose, but he requested that words 
should not be put in his mouth when 
the reports were sent out. 

Senator Morgan said that he had ac- 
cepted the invitation to deliver an ad- 
dress.in Birmingham on the Birmingham 
board of trade day, and that he under- 
stood that Governor Johnston had been 
sent a similar invitation and had ac- 
cepted. He laughed when it was stated 
that both he and the governor would 
Speak from the same platform. 

Senator Morgan laid great stress, in 
speaking on the Philippine war question, 
on the fact that many fine and well- 
raised boys, young men of good families, 
had requested the indorsement of their 
applications for positions in the army, 
and the shedding of the finest blood of 
the country made a man think before an 
expression against the war could be ut- 
tered. He said that the war was for the 
purpose of showing the natives how to 
preserve law and order, and when the 
pacification had come about, then there 
would be no doubt as to the future 
policy. 

The venerable senator 
compliment to General Fitzhugh Lee. 
He said that from the time he had been 
elected governor of Virginia that it was 
believed that ambition had been satisfied 
in the appointment to Cuba. Now that 
the name of General Lee was mentioned 
in connection with the presidency, it 
was not such a bad idea. 

Senator Morgan is an admirer of Adlai 
Stevenson, who was once elected to the 
vice presidency of the United States and 
could be considered presiiential timber. 

Senator Morgan's recent interview, glv- 
en out in Washington, is still being com- 
mented on at length all over Alabama.

He does not seem to retract anything ex- 
cept the language that was put in his 
mouth. He told of meeting a newspa- 
per man on the streets in Washington 
and speaking to him. He did not think 
the matter was to go to print. 

Governor Johnston is also in Birming- 
ham, spending Sunday with his family. 
The governor is wisely holding his senti- 
ments in the matter, and should he de- 
cide to make the race against Senator 
Morgan, his plans will not be known to 
the entire state. The governor is re- 
ceiving much encouragement from all 
sides and he is being urged to make a 
canvass against Senator Morgan. The 
great question now is, will Governor 
Johnston make the effort. If any demo- 
crat is to make a contest against Sen- 
atorMorgan, who has made many ene- 
mies by his statements as to the Chi- 
cago platform and his  intimattons 
against Mr. Bryan, there is no logical 
candidate other than Governor John- 
ston. 


Senator Cunningham Talks. 


State Senator R. M. Cunningham, of 
this (Jefferson) county, was asked by 
The Constitution correspondent last af- 
ternoon whether he was a candidate for 
the governorship of Alabama, or wheth- 
er he had made up his mind to announce 
his candidacy for nomination, replied 
that he had not arrived at any conclu- 
sion as yet in the matter. He said that 
he was not a candidate at present, Lut 


that he was unable to saw what clir- 
cumstances might bring out and what 
the future might bring. He said that 
circumstances would alter his as well as 
it does all cases, and that time alone 
could tell whether he would be in the 
race for the pubernatorial candidacy. 
Senator Cunningham was in a good hu- 
mor while he was talking to the cor- 
respondent. He has been credited by 
many papers throughout the state with 
being a candidate for the high office, 
but so far none have received a state- 
ment one way or the other. ‘Il am not 
a candidate at the present time,’’ he 
said, as the correspondent took his de- 
parfture. 


Furnaces Will Soon Work. 


Twelve furnaces are being repaired or 
about to be repaired in Alabama to go 
into blast before November or December. 
This means that every furnace in the 
state, with the exception of two, the 
Mary Pratt and Williamson furnaces, in 
Birmingham, will be put in blast. The 
furnaces to be put in blast are located at 
Sheffield, Ironton, Talladega, Trussvllie, 
Gadsden, Briarfleld, Anniston, Vanderbilt 
and Florence, and the fron output in the 
state will be increased no less than 1,500 
tons a day. The furnaces in blast now 
have more orders on hand almost than 
they can attend to this year, and by the 
time the idle furnaces can be made ready 
purchasing for next year’s delivery will 
have begun. Raw material production 
will be increased right alone. 

Pig Iron Shipments. 

Birmingham, Ala., July 16.—(Special.)— 
Figures have been compiled as to the pig 
iron shipments out of Birmingham dur- 
ing the first half of the year. During 
June the total pig iron shipments from 
Alabama and Tennessee furnaces amount- 
ed to a little over 150,000 tons, which 1s 
12,000 tons in excess of any previous 
month's business. Of this amount the 
Birmingham district furnished over %,- 
000 tons. In the same month 14,000 tons 
of pig iron were exported, practicaliy all 
of this coming from Birmingham. 3ir- 
mingham shipped in June over 6,000 tons 
of cast iron pipe from January Ist to 
June 30th the following shipments were 
made: Total movements of pig iron from 
Alabama and Tennessee furnaces, 
tons, increase over same period last year 
of 137.098 tons. ‘Total movements of 
iron from the Birmingham district, 431,019 
tons: increase over same period last year 
of 68,081 tons. Total movements export 
iron from Alabama and Tennessee fur- 
naces, of which Birmingham district fur- 
nishes nine-tenths, 98,142 tons; an increase 
over same period last year of 38,880 tons. 
Cast iron pipe exported from Alabama 
and Tennessee, 7,942 tons. Articles of in- 
corporation were filed here today for tie 
United States Explosive Manufacturing 
Company; capital stock, $200,000. D. M. 
Drennen, Mayor W. M. Drennen and F. 
W. Hopkins were the incorporators, and 
one of the largest powder manufacturing 
companies in the country is behind the 
movement. A factory with a daily capa- 
city of 600 kegs of powder will be con- 
structed three miles from the city, and it 
is to be completed within six months. 
Smokeless powder and dynamite will be 
manufactured. Contracts have been let 
in Birmingham to the various foundries 
and machine shops for the repairing of 
the Ironton and Gadsden furnaces be- 
longing to the Alabama Coal and Iron 
Company, the newly consolidated iron and 
mining company. ‘The work is to be done 
within ninety days, the company propos- 
ing to put the furnaces in blast just as 
soon as possible.

In a scuffle with it the showman be- 
came angry and seizing a heavy club, 
dealt his anmiagonist a hard blow over the 
ear, from the effécts of which it died in 
a few hours. 

The local authorities immediately 
placed Brower under arrest on a charge 
of murder. At the preliminary hearing 
his lawyers set up the defense that their 
client did no; take the life of a human 
being, but the magistrate bound him over 
to the grand jury.

WIND STORM AT KNOXVILLE. 


Blew at Rate of Seventy Miles an 
Hour—No Lives Lost. 

Knoxville, Tenn., July 16.—(Special.)— 
A disastrous storm raged in this city 
this afternoon. The wind, with a velocity 
of seventy miles an hour, destroyed huge 
oaks, swept business buildings of their 
signs and architectural ornaments and 
did other serious damage, removing por- 
tions of roofs, etc. 

The wind was accompanied by a sweep- 
ing rain, and an electrical display. Tele- 
phone and electric light wires were ablaze 
and falling on the business etreets, and 
at times it was feared fire might be com- 
municated to adjacent buildings. 

No persons are reported killed or in- 
jured, though eeveral narrowly escaped 
being struck by falling signs, trees, awn- 
ings, smokestacks and the like. The 
storm is the hardest known in this city 
for more than ten years. It begun with 
every symptom of a western cyclone. 

Reports have not yet been received from 
the outlying districts, but it Is believed 
here east Tennessee crops have been 
heavily damaged.

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EW LINES ARE OPERATED 


Superintendent's Private Car's Motor- 
man Roughly Handled by Crowd, 


POLICE ARE GN HAND IN NUMBERS 


Rapid Transit Company and Its Em. 
ployees Are Unable To Agree 
and General Walkout Takes 
Place in the Early 
Morning. 


New York, July 16.--Another trolley 
strike is on in Brooklyn. So far it hag 
not been as effective as the strike of 
1895, but there is no telling how long or 
far-reaching it may become. For some 
weeks past the employees of the eeveral 
lines controlled by the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company have been complaining 
that the management did not live up te¢ 
the ten-hour law. The men demand a re- 
vision of the time tables at the differen} 
barns and also claim that they shouid be¢ 
paid 20 cents an hour for overtime, whick 
is equivalent to $2 a day, the price whick 
they set for a working day of ten hours, 
Meetings have been held daily and night, 
ly for the last week, and it was inferred 
from the reports given out by the em:- 
ployees and their advisers since Thurs. 
day last that while a strike was imml- 
nent, it would not occur for some dayg t¢ 
come. 

General Master Workman Parsons and 
District Master Workman Pines had 
charge of the men’s affairs and a striks 
was called at half-past 4 o clock thig 
morning. At this hour most of the motor: 
men-and conductors on the Brooklys 
Traction Company's lines had completed 
their night trips, and the leaders decided 
that this was the most opportune momen! 
to begin what was expected to be a stub 
! born fight with the Traction company. 4 
heavy rain storm was in progress at this 
time and there was very little passenge] 
traffic. The Smith street, Franklin ave- 
nue and Hamilton Ferry lines, which ar¢ 
controlled by the Coney Island Railroa@ 
Company, having maintained the regula) 
terms with their employees, were not im. 
peded in the least, but on all cther road; 
transportation was stopped for a whilg 
and a good deal of congestion cccurred ig 
consequence. 

Shortly after midnight about 1,00 po 
licemen from the precincts in Manhaitay 
and the Bronx districts were conveyed tq 
the different barns and many were placed 
along the several routes comprising th 
territory covered by the Brooklyn Trac: 
tion Company. Up to half-past ji o'clock 
there were very few cars run over thes¢ 
‘ lines, and these that were sent out from 
the different barns were policed by two, 
three and four constabies. On the Put 
nam avenue line only a few men refused 
to work, and it was notable that scarcely 
a half-dozen of the cars on ihis divisioy 
were policed. The Flatbush and Bergey 
Beach cars, the Nostrand avenue, Gates, 
Ralph and Myrthe avenue cars, as wel 
as the Third avenue trolleys, had a mea: 
ger service in the early hours of the day, 
out traffic or the Vid Nassau lines, 
which comprise the Fifth, Seventh, Park 
and Vanderbilt lines and Douglass and 
Butler street roads, Was practically af 
a standstill, j 

Nassau Crowd Is Determined. 

The men on the Nassau road were most 
determined and not one of the motormey 
or conductors went to work. The cars 
remained idle for several hours, but by 1¢ 
o'clock about vune-tenth of the regular 
rolling stock was working. Tnese cars 
were manned by inspectors and linemen, 
and in fact, oilers and helpers were press- 
ed into service so as tO Maintain a par- 
tial running of the system. Many of thg 
old conductors and motermen reported 
for duty on the Ralph, Gates, Myrtle 
avenue, Broadway, Flushing end Third 
avenue roads, and President Rossiier 
Sad that shortly after noon over W per 
cent of the old hands were at work on 
these lines. Later in the afternoon the 
cars on the latter roads were running at 
intervals of ten minutes, which meant 
that the service was crippled about one: 
third. The heavy storm of the early 
morning was dissipated about 10 o'clock 
and from that hour until well on in the 
afternoon the Sunday traffic, which ig 
usually very heavy to North Leach, 
Bergen Beach and Coney island, filled the 
cars, but the dread of trouble or distur. 
bance kept hundreds of people away from 
these seaside resorts, 

shortly before noon President Rossiter’s 
private car Ampere, started Irom the city 
hall and made a round trip of the trac- 
tion lines. On board were Chief Engineer 
Breckenridge, W. W. Wickes, President 
Rossiter’s private secretary, and Assist- 
and Secretary Van Cott. Accompanying 
these were four headquarters detectives. 
As the Ampere neared Twenty-third 
street and Fifth avenue those on board 
found their passage impeded by a stalied 
car near the Fifth avenUe barn. Here 
a crowd of some 5300 people, many of 
whom were women and children, had 
congregated, and the motorman, Howard 
Jackson, was attacked by several men 
who were strikers or in sympathy with 
them. The motorman received some nas- 
ty bruises on the head and legs. Sec- 
retary Wickes was one of the first to 
run to the man’s assistance, and he was 
finally rescued from the mob, Six arrests 
—-re made and the track was soon cleare 
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ed. Throughout the afternoon bowlders | 


and large pieces of granite were taken 
from a nearby yard and placed on the 
tracks in the vicinity of Greenwood cem- 
etery, and as cars came along at inter- 
vals of twenty and thirty minutes, their 
further progress was considerably delay- 
ed until these obstructions were removed. 
No sooner did the cars pass than the 
bowlders were laid on the tracks again 
and the police were unable to stop the 
efferts of the obstructionists. During the 
day 300 additional police were sent over 
from New York and a close watch was 
{kept all along Brooklyn bridge to see 
ithat no person could interferé with the 
trolley wires. The only cutting of wires 
reported to the Brooklyn police head- 
quarters was the partial destruction of 
the feed cable on Flatbush avenue, but a 
Ecore of linemen soon repaired this in a 
temporary manner which sufficed to re- 
@pen the line. 

Late in the afternoon a conference was 
held at police headquarters. Among those 
present were Police Commissioners York, 
Hess and Sexton, Chief of Police Dev- 
ery, Deputy Chiefs McLaughlin, of Man- 
hattan, and McKellar, of Brooklyn, and 
President Rossiter. General McLeer was 
also in attendance, but he said that as 
far as he could see, there was no neces- 
sity for the calling out of the militia or 
interference in any way by the military. 
President Was Decidedly Anxious. 

President Rossiter said that he was 
anxious to bring the patrons of the sev- 
eral lines back from the seaside resorts 
as soon as possible and had made ar- 
rangements to: handle the Coney island 
patrons as far as practicable by trolley 
service, but that he had advised his as- 
sistants to arrange for the transportation 
of the majority of the Coney island 
crowd back to the city over the ele- 
vated railroad lines. The police commis 
sioners informed Mr. Rossiter that his 
patrons and the public in general, as weil 
as the company’s property and all other 
properties would be sufficiently protected 
by the police force. In addition to this 
Commissioner Hess informed Mr. Rossi- 
ter that he thought the sending out-of his 
private car was non-politic, and to use 
his own words, it was like “shaking a 
red rag in front of an enraged bull.” 

Several arrests were made during the 
day among the ranks of the strikers and 
their sympathizers, but no disturbance of 
a very serious nature occurred up to 8 
o’cleck. 

President Rossiter said tonighx that the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit officials would 
not arbitrate the strike dificul'y with 
their employees. 

“There’s nothing to arbitrate,’ said 
Mr. Rossiter. ‘“‘The men who have gone 
out came to me with certain demands. I 
showed them that they already had sub- 
stantially all they asked for and would 
straighten out any injustice. They came 
in a fighting mood and were not disposed 
to look at the subject dispassionately.”’ 

“How many men went on strike this 
morning?’ 

“Retween 700 to 1,00. Not more than 
1000 at the outside. About 200 out of the 
$0 or 90 of the Nassau men remained 
loyal to the company and ran their cars 
as usual, and about 200 of the 2,800 or 3,000 
Brooklyn Heights’: men went out with 
the strikers. 

“Two hundred out of 
make a large percentage whenit comes to 
striking and the result shows what we 
have held to be true al} along, that the 
Heights men would remain steadfast. 
They realize tha: there is nothing to 
strike about. We have enough men to 
run every single trip tomorrow, and wil! 
do so, if we are not interfered with. Of 
course if the strikers should be permitted 
to pull our motormen and conductors off 
the cars and cut wires it would be diffi- 
cult to handle the usual amount of traf- 
fic. We will do the best we can. We 
have considered it wise to stop running 
cars tonight on all the suburban lines 
after 8 o'clock and «the cars on the main 
fines will not be run after 12 o'clock. Few 
people will be discommoded by this, as 
they can use the elevated trains. The 
normal] conditions will return in a day or 
two, I hope. ; 

“Our success today in conducting our 
business in the face of the strike is al- 
‘most unparalleled. We have not only 
kept all our lines open, but we opened the 
new culvert route to Coney island ac- 
cording to schedule.’’ 

Cars Pulled Off at Dark. 

All the roads with the exception of 
three, Green and Gates, Halsey“and Put- 
nam and the Fulton street lines. shut 
down at 7 o’clock tonight by orders of 
President Rossiter. The three mentioned 
continued running until midnight, when 
they were ordered to stop. 

President Rossiter said he would open 
the lines agains at 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and promises that the cars will run 
on schedule time. 

There was some trouble tonight with a 
large number of people that had taken 
the trolley @ar during the day for Coney 
island by way of Ulmer park. They were 
let out at Ulmer park and being unable 
to either get to Coney island or to return 
to the city proper for many hours, re- 
mained there and several small disturb- 
ances were the results. A man was 
slightly wounded on Rockaway avenue 
by a striker tonight. 

General Master Workman Parsons said 
tonight: 

“I do not like strikes. They are not 
pleasant and furthermore they are ex- 
pensive, but this strike was one that 
could nof be averted. We are satisfied 
with the showing we have made. There 
will be fewer cars run tomorrow than 
thera were today. The cars are now 
manned by inspectors and the men who 
remained. They are making a showing, 
but it is a bad one. They are running no 
cars in the suburbs and are making all 
the show they can in the city.” 

Mr. Parsons said the strike had the 
sanction of the Knights of Labor, and 
that the men would receive the moral and 
financial support of the organization.

TULANE UNIVERSITY 
PRESIDENT I$ DEAD 


Colonel William Preston Johasten Ex- 
pires at Lexington, Ya. 


WAS VISITING HIS DAUGHTER 


Deceased Was One of the Most Prom- 
inent Educators of the South. 


WAS A SON OF ALBERT SIBNEY JOHNSTON

Served Confederacy at the Front Dur- 
ing the War Between the States 
with Honor and Distinction. 


Lexington, Va., July 16.—Colonel Wil- 
liam Preston Johnston, president of Tu- 
lane university, New Orleans, died at the 
home of his son-in-law, Hon. Harry &St. 
George Tucker, today. 

Colonel Johnston went to Virginia Hot 
Springs the latter part of June and about 
a week ago came here very ill; hopeful 
that this climate would restore his health. 
His condition became serious yesterday. 
He was cheerful up to the hour of his 
death and his mind was perfectly clear. 
At his bedside were his wife and daught- 
ers, Mrs, Tucker, of Lexington, and Mrs. 
Richard Sharpe, of Wilkesbarre. 

Celonel William Preston Johnston, the 
eldest son of Albert Sidney and Henriet- 
ta (Preston) Johnston, was born in Louis- 
Ville, January 5, 1831. Born of his parents 
were of Scotch-Irish descent. At the age 
of four years Colonel Johnston lost his 
mother, and his father having shortly 
afterwards cast his with the 
young republic of Texas, he was reared 
by his maternal relatives in Louisville. 
His early education was secured in the 
schools of this city. Later he attended a 
private school in Shelbyville: Center col- 
lege, Danville, and the Kentucky military 
institute at Georgetown. In 1850 he enter- 
ed the junior class of Yale college, and 
graduated with distinction in 1852, carry- 
ing off some of the first prizes in Eng- 
lish composition. After graduation he 
entered the law class of the University of 
Louisville,.and received his diploma in 
1853. The same year he married in New 
Haven Rosa E. Duncan, daughter of John 
N. Duncan, of New Orleans, La. He 
practiced law in Loufsville until the out- 
break of the war, when he aided in re- 
cruiting several companies for the con- 
federate army, and was appointed major 
of the First Kentucky regiment. The 
regiment participated in the early onera- 
tions of the army of northern Virginia, 
but his health failing he accepted, in May. 
1862, the invitation of President Davis 
to become a member of his official family 
as aid-de-camp’*with the rank of colonel, 
in which capacity he served during the 
remainder of the war, having been cap- 
tured, in company with Mr. Davis, after 
General Lee’s surrender, and was impris- 
oned for some time in Fort Delaware. 

After a year's residence in exile in Can- 
ada he returned to Louisville and re- 
sumed the practice of law. In 1867, while 
thus engaged, he was invited by General 
R. E. Lee, who had become president of 
Washington and Lee university, Lexing- 
ton, Va., to the chair of history and 
English literature, and removed to that 
place. For ten years he discharged with 
ubility the duties of this position. During 
this period he wrote the “Life of Albert 
Sidney Johnston,” published by the Ap- 
pletons in 1878. 

In 1880, Colonel Johnston accepted the 
presidency of the Louisiana university 
at Baton Rouge, and in the three years 
during which he held this position he 
thoroughly reorganized the institutfon and 
left it in a prosperous condition. In 1883, 
when Paul Tulane, of Princeton, N. J., a 
former resident of New Orleans, made to 
Loulsiana his generous offer to endow a 
university, Colonel Johnston was invited 
to organize and take charge of the insti- 
tution. To this great work he devoted 
the remainder of his life, with a success 
which has few parallels in the history of 
most institutions. In addition he organ- 
ized the Sophie Newcomb Memorial col- 
lege, an institution for girls, endowed by 
Mrs. Warren Newcomb, which 1s a part, 
though under separate management, of 
Tulane university. 

During the heavy labor incident to such 
an undertaking, aggravated by feeble 
health through a number of years, Colonel 
Johnston has made many contributions to 
literature, both in prose and verse, to- 
gether with lectures and addresses before 
college and before various literary and 
other associations. In 1885 Colonel John- 
ston’s first wife died, and in April, 1888, he 
married Miss Margaret Avery, of Iberia 
parish, Louisiana, who survives him. 
Three daughters, al) of his first marriage, 
survive him. 7

Circulars Asking Questions.

WHOLESALE DEALERS ARE QUESTIONED 


Arrangements Committee Is Making 
the Mails Heavy with Letters 
to Various Parties. 


Chicago, July 16.—The general commit- 
tee on arrangements for the conference 
on combinations and trusts, called by the 
civic federation of Chicago, has mailed 
circular letters to 450 trusts and combina- 
tions throughout the country, asking 
twenty-six questions, such as the number 
of organizations included in the consoli- 
dation, the number yet outside, total 
original capital of the various concerns 
now merged and the present capital em- 
ployed by the combination and the effect 
on prices of products, the effect on jabor 
as to displacement and rate of wages. 

Of the labor unions in the various 
crafts employed in these combinations 
questions are asked as to the effect on 
wares, hours of work and the number 
thrown out of employment by the crgan- 
ization of the trusts. 

The questions addressed to the 500 na- 
tional and local traveling men's organiza- 
tions throughout the country are as fol- 
lows: 

1. How many commercial travelers in 
your immediate vicinity have lost their 
positions owing to trust consolidations? 

”, How many of those discharged belong 
to your local organizations? 

3. What effect have these combinations 
had regarding the salaries of commer- 
cial travelers retained in their employ? 

4. Estimate the number of commercial 
travelers residing in your locality. 

56. What is your opinion of trusts and in- 
dustrial combinations, and what is the 
general sentiment expressed regarding 
them? 

The six questions addressed 
wholesale dealers follow: 

1. Are any or all of the articles in which 
you deal manufactured by a trust or 
combination? 

2. lf any, please state what. 

3. To what extent are you able to buy 
these goods from sources outside of the 
combination? 

4. What has been the course of prices 
since the combination on the goods you 
sell? Please give us full etatistics of 
prices before and after combination, as 
you can, to support your statement, 

o To what exgent do you ascribe the 
changes which have occurred to the fact 
of combination, and to what extent are 
they due to other causes? Give any figc- 
ures that you can of increase and de- 
crease in supply and demand in support 
of your views. 

6. What is your opinion of the general 
effect of the combinations in your line 
on (a) the trade—the distributor—and (b) 
the public—the consumer?

BETANCOURT MAY 
HAVE WRITTEN IT 


Document Calling on Cubans To Drive 
Americans Off Island Causes Talk. 


ITS AUTHOR IS SUGGESTED 


United States Commander Will De- 
mand Explanation at Once. 


SUSPECTED PARTY MAKES N@ DENIAL 


Army Officers Feel Certain That ¢he 
Writer Has Been Spotted and 
Are Not at All Pleased. 


Havana, July 16.—The pronunciamento 
recently issued in the city of Matanzas, 
signed “Betancourt,” and calling Cubans 
to prepare to hurl from the country the 
“crafty eagle,” as they had removed the 
“haughty and hungry Spanish lion,” ‘s 
now believed by many to have been the 
production of the civil governor of Ma- 
tanzas. The reasons for this view are 
very convincing, but Senor Betancourt 
has not positively denied the authorship, 
and it is notorious that he has expressed 
almost identical sentiments in the Ha- 
vana cafes on different occasions before 
American officers. He once used lan- 
guage closely resembling that of the 
“proclamation” in the presence of an 
American brigadier general and an Amer- 
ican colonel, 

Both officers believe it quite probable 
that he wrote the appeal. If not ils 
author, then, in their judgment, he was 
cognizant of it and agreed to the use 
of his name. Many Cuban officers of 
high rank are also satisfied that Senor 
Betancourt was in some way intimately 
related to the publication and circulation 
of the address to the people of Matanzas. 
General Wilson, military governor of the 
Matanzas-Santa Clara department, will 
doubtless ask the civil governor for an 
explanation in case there is no denial 
from him, ; 

The Banco Espanol, the largest finan- 
cial institution in Cuba, announced re- 
cently a semi-annual dividend of 3% per 
cent payable in American gold. The 
Advisador Commercial, the leading finan- 
cial journal, which professes to be shock- 
ed at this sudden change of policy on 
the part of the bank, says: 

“Its capital is Spanish. Why is not 
the dividend made payable in Spanish 
gold? Certainly the idea must be to 
ee the Americans in order to gain 
uture banking favors. For no other rea- 
son can we see why the bank did not 
declare 3.85% in Spanish gold.” 

A prominent banker says the real rea- 
son of the bank's action is a desire to 
place its capital upon an American basis, 
particularly at present—when Spanish 
silver is inflated far beyond justifiable 
reasons. This authority says he consid- 
ers that it will be only a matter of a 
few months before silver is reduced to 
its former level and it is better to get 
upon the American basis before that re- 
duction is accomplished. 

It is understood that for several weeks 
the bank has been getting rid of a large 
deposit of silver and has consequently 
made immense profits. The Santiago 
branch bought last autumn more than 
$1,000,000 at & cents. This now stands 
at 84. El Diario de la Marina says: 

“If the human ideal is material in- 
terest, then the United States possesses 
the highest form of civilization, but, 
thank God, the Spaniards and Cubans 
have been taught in a nobler school. 
The predominating influence in the Unit- 
ed States is capital. Monopoly, coupled 
with the use of machinery, has only 
served in the United States to curb per- 
sonal intellectual endeavor, to disappoint 
such ambitions and to make culture and 
Knowledge hardly worth the candle. It 
is only necessary to glance through the 
columns of the American newspapers in 
order to find letters and interviews from 
returned officers which have gradually 
changed the entire American sentiment 
toward Cuba. While the American may 
be richer, stronger, more active and more 
businesslike than ourselves, they cannot 
claim to be cultured, not even to the 
degree of Spain's Cuban offspring.” 

A Cuban major called at the palace yes- 
terday to ask for an interview with the 
governor general, whom he said he would 
ask to give him an appointment in the 
customs house. Lieutenant Castle, of 
General Brooke's staff,informed him that 
he must make his application in the usual 
way, setting forth his qualifications and 
submitting a certificate of good moral 
character. To this the Cuban officer re- 
plied that he had earned his position 
by fighting for the revolution and that 
if he did not get it he would take to 
the woods as several others had done. 

During the afternoon another applicant, 
& negro lieutenant, insisted on seeing 
General Brooke in order to make a per- 
sonal demand for $75. He said he needed 
the money and insisted upon walting. 
After an hour or so the man, who looked 
fat and happy, asked Lieutenant Castle 
for the loan of 10 cents.

CLOSED THEIR CONVENTION. 


Baptist Young People’s Union Meet- 
ings at Richmond. 


Richmond, Va., July 14.—(s ec = 
thousand people attended ine Sane 
consecration services with which the ninth 
international convention of the Baptist 
Young People’s Union of America closed 
tonight. The great auditorium, ablaze with 
rich decorations, was crowded and this 
was the crowning service of what is con- 
sidered one of the best conventions yet 
held by the union, though the attendance 
was not so large as in former years.

sackcloth and ashes. He also scored the 
politicians who, he declared, too often 
shape their policies and plans in the back 
rooms of barrooms and had them executed 
by unworthy men. 

Dr. Thomas J. Villers, of Indlanapolis, 
preached the convention sermon on “The 
Disciples’ Chief Business.’’ It was an able, 
scholarly discourse.

On the Otoe and Misseuri reserva- 
tions the members of these two tribes 
are holding a six days’ ghost dance, par- 
ticipated in by 2,000 Indians, including 
many Ottowas and Pawnees, who have 
come long distances to join in the dance. 
The green corn dance of the Cheyennes 
and Arapahoos is in progress twenty 
miles west of Weatherford, fully 3,000 In- 
dians participating, and the weird cere- 
monies, led by the medicine men, are kept 
up day and night. 


THREE OUT OF FOUR DRAWN. 


Two Men and a Young Woman Lose 
Their Lives in Ohio River. 

Cincinnati, July 16.—Frank Ray, with 
his sweetheart, Catharine Wimsey, and 
Clifford and James Shannon, started on 
an excursion up the Ohio river in a naph- 
tha launch. The launch had a small, flat 
bottom, known as a “John Boat,” in tow. 
Frank Ray playfully jumped into this 
boat and all the others, against his pro- 
test, followed. The boat filled and sank, 
and Ray alone was rescued.

ITI. Insect Carpenters, Builders and 
Weavers. 
(Concluded.) 
BY ANNA BOTSFORD COMSTOCK, B.A 
A Canny Spinner. 

Among all the insect spinners of silk !n- 
digenous to America, the most famed and 
the most common are the giant silk 
worms. There are several species of these 
and they are the caterpillars which later 
change to great and gorgeous moths; the 
most delicate and beautiful among these 
beMe the well-known Luna moth. 

The subject of this sketch is the most 
clever, though it is one of the smaller of

- 


markable slenderness of her waist: it out- 
does in lack of size that of any lady that 
any fashion magazine ever dared to fig- 
ure. But for all this extreme emaciation 
at the waist line our lady mason is a 
strong and vigorous worker and her life 
is one of toil, 

Most of the houses which shelter the 
young in tha insect world are made by 
the mother for her children, and are a 
means of prot. g@ ting them while they are 
voung and unable to care for themselves. 
This being the case, :t is not surprising to 
learn that among insects the question of 
woman’s rights is settled permanently in 
the affirmative. With very few exceptions 
the insect husband and father is an irre- 
sponsible and care-free fellow, and the 
idea that he should help prepare shelter

the giant silk worms. It is the larva of 
the moth known as the promethea. The 
female of this species has reddish brown 
wings with clay-color margins. The male 
is black above and at first sight looks 
like a different species. 

The promethea caterpillar feeds upon 
the leaves of many of our fruit and forest 
trees. but is not often discovered because 
of the protection from observation which 
his green coat affords him. When fully 
grown he is usually about two and one- 
half inches long and is bluish green in 
color and is ornamented with tubercles 
of shining black. After he has attained 
his full growth through the devouring of 
foliage of his native trees, he selects some 
leaf which he considers suitable and 
commences to fit it up for his winter 
abode. 

How his blue-green highness should hap- 
pen to know aught of autumn and winter 
and the falling of leaves must ever be a 
mystery to us, since he hatched from his 
egg in the warmth of summer. He surely 
knows, though, for the first thing he 
does of a September morning is to weave 
a close web around the petiole of his 
chosen leaf e@4 then fasten it to the 
parent branch with a stout band of silk, 
thus making sure that no autumn wind 
will tear it away. Then he draws his leaf 
about him close-wise and makes within 
it, around himself, a thick blanket of 
strong, warm silk. Being a seer as well 
as 
entirely closed, since when spring comes 
he knows he must push his way out when 
his body and wings are soft and flabby. 
So he cunningly makes a valve of the 
upper end of the cocoon which will later 
afford him egress. Having thus provided 
for two contingencies and thereby prov- 
ed himself a true prophet, he curls up 
inside his cocoon and changes to a pupa. 
There he swings in his leafy hammock 
safe from dampness and storm and safe 
from enemies; for what bird would think 
of looking for food in a withered leaf 
clinging to its branch? 

The promethea caterpillar .seems to 
know something of structural botany also. 
He knows the difference between a sim- 
ple and a compound leaf, and he Knows a 
twig from a4 branch. When he chooses 
a simple leaf like that of the lilac for his 
blanket he simply fastens the petiole of 


the leaf to its branch. But when he hatches. 


a worm, he does not build his cocoon. 


food for his cnildren never 
enters his giddy head. On the other hand, 
teh insect mothers often wear them- 
selves out in unselfish toil for their young. 
It is a fact that among insects most of 
the carpenters and masons are females, 
who ply their trades for the sake of 
their young. 

The subject of this sketch, eumenes fra- 
terna, is a cousin of the wasps known as 
the mud daubers and differs from them 
mainly in her superior skill and aesthetic 
sense. She is a graceful creature dressed 
in shinirg black and is ornamented with 
vellow bars and spots; her wings are 
dusky gray and she is armed with a 
strong pair of jaws, which she uses both 
for hod and trowel. 

Some fine morning in early summer she 
selects some bush or t@ee that is conven- 
iently near the banks of a stream, pond 
or mudhole; the willow seems to be a 
favorite, probably on account of its wa- 
terside habits. On some twig of the 
chosen tree she begins the construction of 
her nest. Her material consists of grains 
of sand and gravel which she imbeds ina 
cement prepared by mixing mud with a 
fluid which she secretes from her mouth. 
Thus cement when dried is quite firm, 
although it is not so strong as the Ce- 
ment of the mud dauber. When ex- 
amined through a lens, one of the walls 
of the new dwelling appears like that of 
a cobblestone house with a preponder- 
ance of mortar and a minimum of cob- 
blestones. She also understands the value 
of hair as a strengthening ingredient in 
plaster, and often uses any stray hair 
that she happe@s to find to mix with the 
cement. She builds up her walls in cir- 
cular layers and has an eye for symme- 
try and beauty. She makes her little 
house nearly globular; not content with 
this, she must have a beautiful door, so 
she builds it up gracefully like the open- 
ing to an ewer. At this stage it bears a 
very strong resemblance to a Mexican 
water jug on a very small scale. The 
nest is rather rough outside, showing 
more or less plainly the layers of plaster 
and stone; on the inside it is very smooth, 
and polished, and over it all is a fiber 
lining that looks like a thin coat of silk. 
As adult wasps have no means of spin- 
ning silk, it has been suggested that this 
lining is spun by the larva after it 
But I have examined many

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chooses a leaflet of a compound leaf like 
hickory for his hammock, he fastens the 
leaflet to its midrib and then fastens on 
midrib to the branch. In the case figure< 
here the leaf is a simple one, but the 
clever fellow concluded that his weight 
was too much for the twig to which 
his leaf was attached. So he made me 
self doubly secure by fastening the — 
to the larger branch. This exceptional 
case was chosen for illustration to show 
the strength of the silk. The cocoon was 
made two years ago and the band of ou 
is so strong that the growing branch 
could not burst it, but grew around it as 
if it were iron instead of the finest silk. 

A most interesting and instructive les- 
son in nature study may be obtained by 
gathering the promethea caterpillars and 
feeding them in cages made by putting 
mosquito netting over branches of the 
food plant. Fresh branches may be given 
them from daygto day and they may be 
observed while they fasten their leaf 
hammocks ant — about themselves

She is undeniably a fashionable lady of

nests with a microscope and am con- 
vinced that the fiber lining of the nest 
is a part of the original structure. Pos- 
sibly the wasp coats the interior of her 
nest with the fluid with which she mixes 
her cement, and this in drying splits up 
into silk-like fibers. 

When the nest is nearly finished the 
wasp mother starts out on a hunt for 
provisions to store within it. She is 
keen-eyed and she soon discovers some 
unwary caterpillar, upon which she 
pounces as a hawk would upon a mouse. 
The moment she seizes the caterpillar 
in her jaws, she thrusts her sting into 
him, which soon puts a stop to his powers 
of squirming. The effect of this sting 
is magical, and as yet we do not know 
how to explain it. It paralyzes the victim 
without killing him; and although he is 
unable to take any more food for weeks, 
the caterpillar Qemains as plump as at the 
moment he was stung; usually he is able 
to stir a very little, but often seems 
truly dead. Some hold the theory that 
the power of the wasp’s sting lies in the 
place of its insertion; that she selects a 
certain point in the caterpillar’s nervous 
system and stings it unerringly, thus 
bringing on paralysis. Others hold that 
with the sting some subtle fluid is inject- 
ed into the victim’s body which brings on 
paralysis and keeps the tissues from de- 
cay. 

The wasp carries her helpless prey to 
her nest and places him within it, and 
then goes hunting for more. From our 


standpoint she is a useful little creature, 


as she is partial to orchard pests, espe- 
cially the canker worm. When she has 
packed her little mud jez full of meat, 
warranted to @§*ep fresh until used, she 
lays an egg in it, and then fills the neck 
of the jug with cemént. 

Very soon a little grub hatches from 
the egg and falls at once to eating his 
patent preserved food. His mother, whom 
he has never ,.e-en and whom he is likely 
never to see, has shown excellent judg- 
ment as to the capacity of his little sto- 
mach, and has provided just enough food 
to nourish him until he reaches maturity. 
Then he changes to a pupa and passes 
this quiescent state in his mud house 
safe from all enemies. Finally he changes 
to an adult and gains his wings, and then 
he is so large that he completely fills the 
nest of his babyhood. He soon gnaws 
his way out through the side of his house, 
apparently never trying to push out the 
cork of the jug which his mother had 
cemented in so strongly. 

Of course the work of the wasp mother 
has only begun when she finishes her first 
little house. She goes tmmediately at 
work to make another, and then another, 
and another. I do not think we know 
how many of these nests she makes be- 
fore she wears herself out’ with toll. 
Sometimes she places several together on 
the same branch, but often :fe places 
them singly. 

There are many Interesting questions to 
be settled by the nature-study student 
concerning the habits of this interesting 
wasp. These are some of the questions: 

Does she finish her nest entirely before 
she places the caterpillars within it? 

If so, to what use does she put the 
carefully made mouth of the nest? 

Does shé construct her nest in even 
layers? 

How does she make the fibrous lining? 

How many nests does she construct? 

Does she always sting caterpillars at a 
special place in their anatomy? 

Any one who will answer for us these 
questions will add much interesting infor- 
mation to our present sum of scientific 
knowledge.

JUDGE SPEER'S REMARKS 


IN SENTENCING EIGHTEEN PER- 
SONS FOR ILLICIT DISTILLING. 


Showing the Harm the Illicit Distil- 
ler Is Doing the ,People 
of Georgia. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., July 16.—Judge Emory Speer, of 
the United States court, sentenced eigh- 
teen defendants yesterday who had been 
found guilty of illicit distilling. He 
spoke interestingly from the bench as 
follows: 

“In pronouncing sentence for violations 
of the internal revenue laws upon so 
many men who ought to be orderly ciii- 
zens, I will take the occasion to Say 
something which may reach the attention 
of the communities from which these 
prisoners come. ‘These crimes all arise 
trom the unlawful manufacture and tral- 
tic in intoxicating liquor and invariably 
in spirits ot the must destructive and 
damaging character. ‘There is no intuxi- 
cant more destructive to the nervous sys- 
tem, more infuriating to the brain or 
degrading to the man himself tnan the 
coarse and impure corn whisky or rum 
which is made hastily and imperfectly in 
the illicit distilleries. Now the peuple 
of Georgia deserve the reputation of Le- 
ing notable for their temperance in the 
use of intoxicating liquor. As a rule, 
they will not elect a man to office wno is 
known to be a drunkard or a hard drink- 
er. There is now in truth very little 
drunkenness among the people, even in 
those communities where liquor is per- 
mitted to be sold by the law. I do nut 
know when I have seen a drunken man, 
and I think if the law-respecting citizens 
in the hearing of my voice will reflect, 
they will each have much difficulty in re-, 
calling when they have seen a drunken 
man. There are 157 counties in Georgia, 
and in 112 of them the sale of intoxicating 
liquor is forbidden by law. This has been 
brought about by the votes of the peuple 
themselves in the exercise of that local 
option which is authorized by the iaws 
ot our state. While all this is true, it is 
yet trut that a great deal of harm results 
to our people in almost every county in 
the state by the use of intoxicants, and 
e@enerally, 1 think, by the use of whisky 
such as that in the manufacti@e of which 
these prisoners before me have been con- 
cerned—the illicit whisky, upon which no 
tax has been paid conformably to the 
revenue laws of the United States. Il 
think nearly all of the crimes which are 
committed in Georgia, especially in the 
rural communities, result from the use of 
‘moonshine’ whisky, as it is called. 1 do 
not doubt that fhe cruel savages who 
have been guilty of nameless outrages 
throughout the state are usually under 
the brutalizing influence of such intoxi- 
cants when their crimes are committeg 
and I also believe that many of the law- 
less element who take part in lynchings 
and in the horrors which have accom- 
panied them have themselves been at the 
time under the maddening influence of 
drink. The effect of intoxicants in pro- 
ducing crime is recognized not only in this 
country and in these times, but it has 
been observed in other countries and in 
other times. That great philosopher, Lord 
Bacon, is on record as saying, ‘All the 
crimes on earth do not destroy so many 
of the human race nor alienate so much 
property as drunkenness.’ So great a 
man as Sir Mathew Hale, who was chief 
justice of England in the time of Oliver 
Cromwell and chief justice thereafter, 
deciared, ‘The places of judicature I have 
long held in this country have given me 
an opportunity to observe the original 
cause of most of the enormities that have 
been committed for the space of nearly 
twenty years, and by due observation I 
have found that if the murders, the man- 
slaughters, the burglaries and robberies, 
the riots and tumults and other enormi- 
ties that have happened in that time 
were divided into five numbers, four of 
them have been the issue and product of 
excessive drinking.’ 

“Lord Chief Justice Coleridge, a great 
Englih judge who has lived in our own 
time, said ‘drunkenness was a vice which 
tilled the jails of England and ‘that if we 
could make England sober we could do 
away with nine-tenths of the crimes.’ A 
great judge in this country who had 
large opportunities for observation, 
Judge Noah Davis, said: ‘Among all the 
«<auses of crime, intemperance \stands 
out the unaporoachabie chief.’ The su- 
preme cour; of the United States, a tri- 
bunal which occupies the loftiest judicial 
position of any on earth, has said: ‘We 
cannot smut out of view the fact within 
the Knowledge of all that the public 
health, the public morals and the public 
Safety may he endangered by, the general 
use of intoxirating drinks, nor the fact 
mstaiblished bv _ statistics accessible to 
every one that the disorder, pauperism 
and crime prevalent in the country are 
in some degree at least traceable to this 
evil.” And in another case that court 
said with regard to the effects of intoxi- 
cants upon the individual: ‘The injury it 
is true, falis upon him itn his health, 
which the haoit undermines, in his morals 
which it weakens, in his self-abasement 
which it creates." That teamhers of re- 
ligion have been as plain spoken on this 
Subject as the philosophers and the 
cour's. So great a Catholic prelate as 
Cardinal Manning declared that it was 
‘a national sin, a national shame, and 
if not soon arrested will be a national 
ruin.” And so great a Protestant divine 
as Archdeacon Farrar has declared that 
it ‘s:ands in the very fore front of the 
responsibility for the alarming amount 
of lunacy, of pauperism and of crime.’ 
STATEMENT OF, THE 

“If these are true, generally, how im- 
measurably are these evils increased 
wherein quiet, secluded and unprotected 
rural communities the lawless and un- 
restricted manufacturer of the most de- 
basing and maddening of all known in- 
toxicants, ples in violation of law and 
Withoyt the restrictions tkrown around 
the legalized traffic, the trade by which 
he puts this deadly fioison to the brain 
and passions easily within the reach of 
the untrained and almost savage natures 
by whom he is surrounded. Suppose it 
were true ‘hat it were impossible in our 
rural communities to obtain liquor, how 
marvelous would ‘be the advancement of 
this state not only in material 
velopment, Dut on those_lines of social 
improvemen', withou which we cannot 
enjoy the olessings of civilized life. A 
very large proportion of our rural labor- 
ers are negroes, dark-skinned men, and it 
is true the world over that alcoho! is 
more destructive and debasing on 
dark races than on any other. For 
stance, the government of -he United 
States, even where liquor may be legally 
J. will not permit it to be sold to an 
Indian. So strict is this rule that in 
he northern states where the saloons 
are often much more numerous than they 
are in our southern communities, it ] 
crime against the Ilc# to permit 
dian to enter a saivoon. It is a

This is remarkable enough, but a more 
remarkable thing is that the author, 
Mr. Winston Churchill, is a native of 
St. Louis. Now, St. Louis is in the 
of Mizoory, and the very last 
thing vou would expect to see take 
shape in this world, is a@ really fine 
10ver from the pen of a native of St.

That the incongruity is not a mere 
figment of the imagination is shown 
by the fact that in this demand for 
the new novel, which is sending its 
circulation away up into the thou- 
sands, St. Louis, Mizoory, is not rep- 
resented. England and Canada are 
clamoring for the book, and every 
large town and city in the country is 
represented in the orders received by 
the publishers—that to saw, every 
large town except St. Louis, Mizoory. 
Thus far, not a single copy has been 
by a St. Louis bookseller. 
copies, it may be, have come 
into the town by way of Chicago, but 
this is a mere guess. The unities are 
more equitably preserved by believi ng 
that St. Louis, Mizoory, has, up to this 
time, never heard that a native has 
produced one of the most delightful 
historical novels of the day.

A Sensible Republican. 

A Mr. Scott, of Cadiz, O., who is 
a wealthy republican, is ambitious of 
political honors. He is a good business 
man, but he has not, like Mr. Hanna, 
the knack of transferring his business 
sagacity to the political field. We judge 
from an announcement he has made 
that even if he had this knack he 
would scorn to employ it in a gneaking 
and an underhand manner. He is, in a 
word, old fogey enough not only to 
be personally honest, but to desire to 
see others act as honorably as it is in 
their natures to do. 

Therefore, possessing wealth and a 
desire to represent his district—the 
sixteenth—in congress and knowing 
that it is not in hig power to compete 
With the corrupt practices of the pro- 
fessional] politicians among the repub- 
licans, who are also wealthy, Mr. Scott 
has hit upon a plan that should cer- 
tainly commend itself to the voters of 
his district who have heretofore been 
following blindly every political rascal 
with a slick tongue. He knowsg perfect- 
lv well that he can buy the nomina- 
tion by putting a certain amount of 
money in the hands of the profes- 
sional politicians. He is willing to put 
up the money, but he wants to place it 
where it will do the greatest good to 
the greatest number. 

As a result of reflection on the sub- 
ject, Mr. Scott proposes that the re- 
publican nomination be put up at pub- 
lic auction. He declares that he will 
start the sale with a cash bid of $10,- 
Ov0, this money, together with his 
salary as congressman (in the event of 
his nomination and election) to be 
spent for educational purposes in the 
various counties composing the dis- 
trict. It will thus be seen that Mr. 
Scott not only recognizes the republic- 
an practice of buying nominations, but 
proposes to turn the corruption fund 
into channels where the people inter- 
ested can secure some benefit from it. 

His argument is worth noting. He 
thinks that if a congressman should 
pay for the honor, it would be wel] to 
do so in an open manner—“‘in a legiti- 
mate way, and tender a great good to 
the community, instead of prostituting 
our ideas of liberty and constitutinal 
government by buying votes.” If we 
want bossism and corruption, he says, 
“let us be honest and cut sham out. 
Let us get together and say We are a 
set of polluted scoundrels, we like it. 
and prefer to keep it up.” Mr. Scott 
tells his competitors for the nomina- 
tion that if they will do this he “will 
agree to put more genuine corruption 
into the canvass than any other man 
or suffer defeat at the polls.”

Perhaps the fresaest young man to 
be found in Kurope today ig the hus- 
band of Jay Gould’s daughter. 

Recently this young man sent a chal- 
lenge to the prince of Monaco to fight 
a duel over the Dreyfus affair. The 
auswer given by the prince wag one to 
have been expected, that the young 
man is so far beneath his station in 
life that he could not think of bandy- 
ing words with him. But the worst 
blow which the prince made at young 
Castellane was that he was the hus- 
band ef a woman whose father gained 
his wealth by ‘“‘trade.”’ 

Ever since the alleged “Count” de 
Castellane secured $3,000,000 ag the 
price of marrying Miss Anna Gould 
he has fraternized with the royalists 
in France. But a few weeks ago, with 
his wife, he led the public demonstra- 
tion of insult against the president of 
the republic. The American trades- 
man’s daughter wag particularly dem- 
onstrative in denouncing the institu- 
tions of the land of her nativity, so 
much so that she was mentioned in the 
press dispatches of that day ag having 
led the noisiest band of royal shouters 
which ecat-called and hissed at Pres!- 
dent Loubet. 

The singular thing about all this ef- 
fort to curry favor with rovalty is that 
De Castellarie’s title is undoubtedly 
bogus. In the researches made by Vi- 
comte de Boyer into the origin of 
French titles, he declares: 

There is no Count de Castellane. For- 
merly there were two Castellane families 
in France, one from Provence and the 
other from Toulouse. The former fam- 
ily held the title by right, but it is now 
entirely extinct, and the genuine title 
perished years ago, with its last sur- 
vivor. The Toulouse Castellanes, to 
which the present Boni de Castellane be- 
longs, never had the title, but without 
right or patent assumed it when the 
Provence family died out. 

Thus it will appear that Miss Gould 
has parted with her millions for a bo- 
gus count, who is forced to make wp 
by impertinence that which he lacks 
by inheritance. 
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DeWolf Hopper in London. 

The aposties of Thespis in this coun- 
try are just now rejoicing over the 
magnificent ovation which DeWolft 
Hiopper received on his first appear- 
ance before a London audience in his 
rollicking, popular opera, “El Cap- 
itan.” 

The entire dramatic delegation in 
London was present at the initial per- 
formance, Ambassador Joseph Choate 
and wife occupied a box, and other 
people of prominence thus testified 
their appreciation of the superiority 
of the American brand of fun-making. 
Hilopper was called before the curtain 
several times in succession, and was 
deluged with dispatches from actors’ 
clubs on this side of the mill pond. 

Such occurrences as these are only 
an added proof of the popularity of 
the American dramatic art on the 
other side of the water, and a compli- 
ment to the American members of the 
The English style of act- 
ing is radically and essentially differ- 
ent from the American style. The lat- 
ter is a distinct invention, and the 
manner in which it variesfrom the cut 
and dried article in vogue in the old 
country is a wholesome revelation to 
the blase metropolitan theater goer. 
And the latter does not hesitate to 
evince his appreciation of the improve- 
ment. Hardly a_ single prominent 
member of the profession on this side 
of the Atlantic has failed to score a 
signal success before English au- 
diences. There is a breezy vitality 
about an American play, and a vivacity 
in the American interpretation that 
seems to be missing in the English 
character, be he actor or playwright, 
and this is why a foreign-built comedy 
or drama produces such an electric ef- 
fect before London footlights. Nobil- 
ity, Which is generally conceded to be 
the last court of appeal in this matter, 
universally approves the American 
actor, and going further, pays marked 
attention to the female star who is 
fortunate enough to possess a fair 
share of beauty and brains. 

On the other hand, English actors 
almost invariably produce a favorable 
impression on American audiences. 
Their talent offers a_ pleasant 
variety to the American theater-going 
public, and. the latter pays for its 
pleasure in a manner that adds corpu- 
lence to the English purse and laurels 
to the Engilsh brow. Thus it is that 
honors are reciprocal. 

At the fame time, we of the new re- 
public take a greater interest in the 
success of our fellow countrymen 
across the water. We glory in the fact 
that youth does not hinder our nation 
from taking a foremost position in 
any field which her citizens may enter, 
and that not tontent with following 
old lines and styles, we are constantly 
branching out and creating new 
schools which win the applause and 
admiration of those who may be said 
to be our first instructors in every- 
thing that we have learned, or since 
improved on. We thus prove to our- 
selves, more conclusively every day, 
that the American nation is sufficient 
unto itself in every occupation, art, or 
line of endeavor.

| POETS AND NOVELISTS 
AMONG THE NEGROES 


The Sunday Constitution’: s literary page 
devoted over a column to a Savanmah 
negro preacher named Whitman, wh as 
written various poems, and among others 
a long production, entitled “An Idyl of 
the South,” 

According to the article referred to, 
Whitman's poetry has been compliment- 
ed by Longfellow, Bryant, 
Davis and other celebrities. The Consti- 
tution speaks very highly of the new 
writer, and says of his latest poem: 

“In richness of poetic sentiment, as 
well as in graphic delineation of many 
of the aspects of that peculiar civiliza- 
tion which existed at the south in ante- 
bellum days, this latest production of 
the author's genius surpasses anything 
of the kind ever before written by one of 
negro blood in the south, and if justice 
prevails, Whitman will not be long in 
securing national recognition, Compari- 
sons are invidious, but neither Paul lL. 
Dunbar nor any of the well known negro 
writers of the present day in this coun- 
try have produced the equal of Whit- 
man's masterpiece. This may sound ex- 
travagant, but one can easily judge of 
the merit of the poem for himself by 
carefully reading it through.” 


The reference to Paul Dunbar reminds 
me that he is the most successful Amer!- 
can negro writer, judged by the financial 
test, and by the standing of the periodi- 
cals in which his poems and stories ap- 
pear. 

Dunbar is making money. The Century 
publishes his poems, and The Saturday 
Evo-ning Post welcomes his stories. 

Hie writes a very readable short story, 
and his dialect verse is about as re- 
markable for its barbarous jargon as 
other monstrosities in that line perpe- 
trated by his white competitors. 

That he possesses some literary talent 
cannot be denied, but he is still on trial. 
His place in the procession is a matter 
to be settled later, and he may drop out 
before he has done any work of note. 
. There are passing figures on the liter- 
ary promenade, and Dunbar may be one 
of them. 

Whjtman is an octoroon, while Dunbar 
is a full-blooded negro. Both are edu- 
cated men and started under favorable 
auspices. 

Will the negro succeed in literature? 

There is no reason why he should not 
in some lines. The negro js a born musi- 
cian, and he should be able to write 
poetry with very little effort. 

He is naturally a good story teller, 
imaginative and graphic. Fiction should 
be an easy field for him to enter. 

But is it possible for the negro to 
master the technique of the literary art? 
Can he be depended upon to produce im- 
aginative work of a high order, and 
make it satisfactory in its conception, 
form and finish? 


There was a time when I did not 
think so. 

But we have seen many unexpected 
Whings come to pass within the past gen- 

ation, 

When I was a boy in my first fit of 
enthusiasm over ‘‘Monte Cristo”’ and ‘‘The 
Three Guardsmen,” I was horrified when 
I learned that Dumas was an octoroon 
or a quadroon—I forget which, but one 
or the other. 

Then, I read his masterpieces over again 
to see if they did not somewhere show 
the unmistakable taint or brand of in- 
feriority, but 1 was forced to admit that 
they bore the stamp of genius.

When at the age of nineteen he tramped 
from a country village to Paris he could 
not speak or write the French language 
correctly. 

He spoke a patois. He could not speil.

He read, mingled with bright people 
and wrote hopefully in spite of diseour- 
agement. 

He became the greatest novelist of his 
time. His name is on the title pages of 
300 books. The most famous people of 
the world—even royalty itself—bowed to 
his genius, 

The octoroon succeeded where his most 
favored white rivals failed—men, too, 
who were backed by court, college and 
journalistic circles 

He made many fortunes. built a palace, 
lived to see his books belt the globe, and 
then died a pauper! 

Once a young Virginian, an officer in 
the United States navy, entered an Ital- 
jan restaurant and sat down at a table. 

In a few moments a fleshy man with 
kinky hair and a dark, jolly face took a 
seat at the same table. 

The American looked at him keenly, 
and arose swearing loudly as he walked 
to the front. 

The manager of the restaurant asked 
for an explanation, and the officer replied 
that he would not sit at a table with a 
nigger. 

“But zat ees Monsieur Alexander Du- 
mas,’ said the manager. 

“The author of ‘Monte Cristo!’ ”’ shout- 
ed the other. 

“Ze same.’’ 

“The devil you say! Will you be so 
kind as to introduce me?’ 

This is the story they tell, but I have 
always thought that it was some yankée 
invention. 

Still, there is a touch of human nature 
In it, and it may be true. 

One thing, however, is certain. Dumas’s 
genius would not have overcome the color 
line in this part of the country before the 
war, though southerners traveling 
in Europe doubtless followed the 
cugtom of the people over there and met 
him on terms of equality. 

Dumas refused to visit America on ac- 
count of our prejudice against negro 
blood. 

I spoke of Dumas once to the late C. H. 
J. Taylor, the negro lawyer and ex-min- 
ister to Liberia. 

‘“Yes,"’ said ‘Taylor, “he was the very 
image of me Look at any of his bpor- 
traits!’’ 

And Taylor was right. He strikingly 
resembled Dumas, though he was proba- 
bly a shade darker. 

In his way the Atlanta lawyer was a 
very bright man, and he was a strorg, 
chear writer, though he did not stray into 
the fields of literature. 

One swallow does not make a summer. 

Because one Dumas makes his appemr- 
ance in the course of ages, it does not 
follow that there will be dozens like 
him in every century from now on. 

Nor is it probable that there will be 
manv Dunbars and Whitmans. 

I have said that there is no reason why 
the negro should not succeed in poetry 
and fiction, but I do not expect to see 
many of the black race make a serious 
effort in literature, 

There is too much patient brain-work in 
it—too many obstacles—too little remun- 
eration. 

The race prejudice will @lways inter- 
fere. Even when a negro writer of genius 
appears he will have a hard road to 
travel. 

There will be exceptional 
they will be very few.

| CHANDLER AND GALLINGER 
GIVE EACH OTHER THE LIE 
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The war of words between Senators 
Chandler and Senator Gallinger, in Con- 
cord, N. H., the other day, has becomc a 
subject of national speculation, 

Mr. Gallinger invited his colleague to 
“come outside,”’ and Mr. Chandler ac- 
cepted with alacrity, and had it not been 
for friends, who restrained the infuriated 
statesmen, senate nose-bleeding might 
have resulted. The men gave each other 
the lie and lost their tempers completely. 

The encounter occurred at the investi- 
gation of the charges of violating the 
civil service laws against Senator Gal- 
linger. Chandler declared plainly that 
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SENATOR W. E. CHANDLER, 

Of New Hampshire, Who Accused His 
Colleague, Serator Gallinger, of Violat- 
Fs the Civil Service Law by Sending a 
Circular to Federal, Office Holders, Ap- 


pealing for Campaign Funds 


he believed Gallinger had kept away Wil- 
liam 8S. Thayer, the treasurer of the re- 
publican state committee in 1898, who 
was “the man most wanted in connec- 
tion with the investigation.’’ 

At this Senator Gallinger and his coun- 
sel, Attorney General Eastman, shouted: 

“That is absolutely false; that is not 
true,.”’ . 

Mr. Eastman called Mr. Chandler a liar 
in sO many words, and Mr. Chandler re- 
torted: 

“You are attorney general and are de- 
fending criminals, when you should be 
prosecuting them.”’ 

Almost immediately after this Senator 
Gallinger said Senator Chandler did not 
dare “‘come outside this room and say 
that.’’ 
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It seems probable that Senator Chan- 
dier will bring charges against Commis- 
sioner Brewer on the ground that he 
‘“prejudiced the case and made it impos- 
sible for’ the case to be fairly and fully 
presented,’’ and will ask the president to 
remove him. 

At the morning session took place the 
examination of two witnesses, who were 
all who responded to the tInvitation of 
the commissioners. They were Postmas- 
ters Henry Robinson, of Concord, and H. 
A. Spalding, of Nashua. Their testimony 
was to the effect that campaign circu- 
lars asking for assessments for campaign 
purposes had been sent out, as alleged 
in the charges preferred by ex-Governor 
Busiel. 

Robinson said he received 
assessment circulars, He was asked if he 
had the circular in his possession, and 
produced it and gave it to the commis- 
sioners. This incident caused considerable 
surprise. Mr. Robinson said he had men- 
tioned the fact of receiving the circular 
to Senator Chandler, and upon his advice 
had sealed it up, and he had shown it to 
no one until this time. He was asked te 
contribute $100, he said, and he wrote to 
the civil service gommissioner, asking 
as to his ability to contribute under the 
law. He was informed that he could not 
contribute, and he did not. 

Spalding was chairman of the repub- 
lican state committee in 1896. He said he 
received one of the circulars, but he did 
not contribute, 

At the afternoon session Special Agent 
Wales read correspondence between the 
commission and William 8. Thayer, 
whose name was signed to the assess- 
ment circulars. The commission, it ap- 
peared, had asked Mr. Thayer whether 
Senator Gallinger, as chairman of the 
Btate committee, had directed or re- 
quested the treasurer to send out the as- 
sessment circular.

Col- 
onel Albert Lamar and Harry Edwards 
had charge of The Telegraph in those 
days, and Chick always referred to it as 
“The Great and Good.”’ Chick knew all 
the members of the legislature, every 
man in politics in Georgia, and stood in 
well with the men of Atlanta. If there 
was a story in the air, somebody was 
sure to call “‘Chick’”’ Niles to one side 
and give it to him. There are always 
certain items in a city that local papers 
are slow to handle and Chick's Atlanta 
correspondence frequently gave Atlanta 
people the first hint they had of some lo- 
cal sensation.

FOREMAN ATLANTA EXCELSIOR WORKS 


At One Time a Locomotive Engineer 
and Was a Member of Brother- 
hood—Leaves a Wife and 
Four Children—The 
Funeral. 


Saturday afternoon at 6 o'clock G, Hu- 
gert Neal, the foreman of the Atlanta 
Pxcelsior works, met with a frightful 


| accident and received injuries from which 


he died at the Grady hospital Saturday 
nigh; about 11 o'clock. 

Neal was standing near the shafting 
in the excelsior works when one of the 
belts slipped or broke. He either «ried to 
eatch the belt to fix it or was tangled 
with the welt and could not extricate 
himself. 

When he was first seen after the acci- 
den: he was being huried around the 
shafting, his body striking first the ceil- 
ing and then the floor. One of the work- 
men stated that he believed the unfortu- 
nate man was carried around at least a 
thousand times before he was extricated. 
As quickly as possible, after the acci- 
dent was known, the machinery was 
stopped and Neal conveyed to the Grady 
hospital in the ambulance. 

The hospital physicians found that the 
man’s arms and legs had been broken 
in several 
Was beaten almost into pulp. If there 
Were any internal injuries or wounds 
about the body other than the fractured 
limbs the physicians did not know. The 
fearful shock was enough of itself to 
cause death and six hours after he was 
carried to the hospi'al Neal breathed his 
last. y 
Just exactly how the fatal accident oc- 
curred cannot be known. No one was 
Standing very near to the foreman when 
the belt broke or slipped from the shaft- 
ing. He may have caught hold of the 
loose belt or it may have wrapped about 
his arms. Imost in a flash he was being 
hurled around and around, his body 
beaten time and time again against the 
floor and ceiling. Legs and arms were 
broken aga-n and again as they were 
hurled against the timbers. He made no 
outery that any of his fellow workmen 
heard and when he was a: last taken 
from his terrible position he was more 
cead than alive, and that he was breath- 
ing at all surprised those who were near 
him and saw him after he had been 
caught up by the belting. He was con- 
scious and talked even after he reached 
the hospital. From what ‘he hospital 
physicians could gather from his state- 
Ments he must have seized hold of the 
loose belt for the purpose of jerking it 
out of the way and off of the upper wheel 
and the belting became wrapped around 
his arms and dragged him around with it 
until the machinery was stopped. 

Neal was twenty-six years old and a 
Strong, fine looking man physically. He 
Was at one time an engineer on the 
Southern railway and was at the time of 
his death a member of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers. He accepied 
the foremanship of the excelsior works, 
which is located at 51 Ridge avenue, and

HEARING IS A MOST IMPORTANT ONE

The Case Practically Hinges on the 
Result of Today’s Proceedings.

One of the most important hearings of 
the case of the state against the Consol- 
idated Street Railway Company et al. the 
evidence of which Commissioners McCord 
and Parry have been taking for some 
time, will occur this afternoon at 3:30 
o'clock. 

Almost every witness who has been plac- 
ed on the stand so far has refused to an- 
Swer certain questions. It was agreed by 
the attorneys for both sides that the 
Questions and the refusals to answer 
should be submitted to Judge Candler to 
decide whether the witnesses shall be 
forced to answer. The hearing this af- 
ternoon will be entirely taken up by these 
rulings, and it is thought the whole case 
practically hinges on the result. 

The defense has been attempting to 
show that while the state and Richard- 
son street citizens are nominally prose- 
cutors in the case, y«§ that-the Georgia 
Electric Light Company or its interests 
are really behind the suit. In order to 
bring out this alleged fact the atQorneys 
have been forced to ask some direct ques- 
tions, which in almost every instance have 
been met with refusals to answer. 

Por instance, it was discovered that 
there was a written agreement between 
the state’s attorneys and the Richardson 
street citizens relative to the sult. The 
defense asked for the contents of this 
agreement in order to show that the Rich- 
ardson street residents had really never 
contemplated carrying the matter to the 
governor, and the state has refused to 
allow the witnesses to testifv anything 
regarding the contents. Judge Candler 
will have to decide whether the paper 
shall be produced. 

A good many questions were asked 
Mesrs. Atkinson and Hurt relative to the 
interests of the Georgia Electric Light 
Company, the Consoliaated Street Rail- 
way Company and other enterprises in 
which they were interested, which they 
refused to answer.

STORY: OF A QUEER 


CAFE IN 


NEW YORK 


Several days ago Mrs. Michael Casey 
died at her home on Third avenue in New 
York. With her death wil) probably die 
also the eating house on the Bowery, 
established years ago by her husband, 
but of late years presided oter by her- 
self. It was a celebrated place and was 
one of the places of interest pointed out 
by the guides in the metropolis and has 
been visited by thousands of people from 
all parts of the country. 

Michael Casey, the original owner of 
the place which he styled a cafe, belonged 
to that class of men known in New York 
years ago as the ‘“‘Bowery boys.” Casey 
was a prominent member of this peculiar 
clan and up to the day of his death, 
which occurred a number of years ago, 
he always mentioned his connection with 
the boys as a matter of pride. 

Casey was born on South stree: and 
g€rew up among the bowsprits of the ves- 
sels that lay along the docks in the East 
river. He was raised in the streets and 
grew to manhood in the midst of the 
most unfavorable surroundings. He was 
a longshoreman by profession and be- 
ing of a saving disposition, he managed 
to amass a considerable amount of 
money. 


Becoming tired of working for others 
he decided to go into business for him- 
self. With what money he had he opened 
an eating house on the Bowery and from 
the very start he was successful. The 
place ‘tbecame known from one end of 
Manhattan to ihe other and was the 
rendezvous of many of the celebrated 
characters of the great city. : 

Actors, newspaper men and 0pugilists 
soon were among hig regular patrons and 
Casey's at once became a news center 
of more than ordinary importance to the 
reporters of the papers. Many a thrill- 
ing story came from this little ‘‘hole in 
the wall,” as it was styled by frequenters 
of the place, and the space writers 
usually managed, after a few nights at 
Casey’s, to run up respectable bills for 
Matter that they had managed to get 
within its four smoky walls. 

One of the chief attractions of the 
place was its air of bohemianism and 
the atmosphere of good fellowship that 
seemed everywhere. Everybody called 
éverybody else by his or her first name, 
and Casey himself took a fathérly in- 
terest in all who patronized the place, 


Casey made money and he spent money. 
He was charitable to a fault and was 
frequently made the victim of evil gen- 
juses who feared work, but wanted some- 
thing :o eat or money with which to pur- 
chase liquids to their fancy. 

After he had _ established his cafe 
he decided to get married and the night 
he made the announcement of the event 
the entire place came very near being 
demolished by his friends, who endeavor- 
ed to show their love and interest in 
‘Michael Casey, who had always played 
the role of mige host with a warm heart 
and a generous hand. 

After the ceremony Casey brought his 
bride to his home and soon she was as- 
Sisting in attending to the wants of cus- 
tomers. She was a large Irish woman 
With a laugh that today would have 
made a fortune for her on the vaudeville 
Stage, and she became every whit as 
popular as her husband ‘before she had 
been in 1f#2 cafe a month. 

The popularity of the place increased 


as the years rolled around and Casey and 
h.is wife invested their savings in real 
estate in Harlem, which about that time 
was hardly more than a wilderness of 
shanties and goats. It Was estimated at 
one time after the great boom in Harlem 
property that the Caseys were worth 
close on to $150,000. 

But (Michael Casey died one day and 
for more than a week the place was 
closed and the front door covered with 
crepe. He was buried from his home in 
Calvary cemetery with as much pomp 
and grandeur as if he had been one of 
the biggest men in the city, when as a 
matter of fact he was only Michael 
Casey, restaurant keeper. 

His wife continued to operate the cafe, 
but somehow after Casey’s death there 
seemed to be something lacking and the 
rare old times became only a memory in 
the minds of the patrons. Many of these 
died and of late years the place has not 
done so well, nor has it been quite 60 
popular. 
iMrs. Casey always Kept it In much the 
Same manner that her husband had, and 
although improvements were made all 
around her, she still continued to put 
sawdust on the floor and employ pugilis- 
tle looking waiters who bawled orders 
in a loud voice and in a language en- 
tirely unknown outside the sacred walls 
of Casey's. 


If one sat down to the table and or- 
dered chops and eggs the order went 
to the cook as: “A stack of reds and two 
in the air,” and while lost in wonder- 
ment and vainly endeavoring to find out 
what he meant, down would come the 
dishes with a meal] equal to anything at 
the. ‘big hotels. 

‘A dozen in the grease’ meant fried 
oysters; ‘‘one jamoca’ was for a cup of 
coffee; ‘‘pompano for fifty,’’ which would 
undoubtedly cause you to clutch your 
purse and run, meant simply a half-dollar 
order of fish; ‘“‘pork and—,’’ translated 
was, “bring beans on the side,’’ while 
“ham and—straight up”’ gave the patron 
ham with eggs that were soft on top. 

“Shipwreck two’’ was the alarming or- 
der for scrambled eggs and “‘hand me 
down the B. and QO.” was for steak 
smothered in onions. If you fancied two 
soft bolled eggs the waiter would call 
out: ‘Drop two in the well and le; ’em 
come up easy.”. ‘Plate mystery” brought 
Plain corned beef hash, and if one only 
desired sausage, ‘‘three links of the cable 
line’ brougnt the dish in a hurry. 

For mince pie with sugar sprinkled on 
the top, the order was, ‘:Dyspepsia in 
a snowstorm.” This term was sometimes 
changed to “Put raisins in the hash.”’ 
An order for eggs on toast went to the 
kitchen as, ‘‘Adam and Eve on a raft,”’ 
but if after giving this order the customer 
wanted the eggs plain, the countermand 
went out as, “Save Adam and Eve; sink 
the raft.”” Eggs fried on one side were al- 
luded to as, ‘“‘White wings; sunny side 
up.’’ 

Casey himself was the originator of 
these unique and peculiar orders and 
wen asked for an explanation as to why 
he used such an outlandish system, he 
always wagged his round head, closed 
his left eye and emitted the one word: 
“Advertisement.” 

It was a big advertisement for the 
house and probably brought many a dol- 
lar to the Casey coffers that otherwise 
might have strayed afield. 

There will be many to mourn the blot- 
‘ing out of this celebrated place, but 
there is a new Bohemia in Gotham and 
the fickle public is always prone to forget 
familiar places at short notice.

SUBJECT WAS “BRANCH BANKS” 


Threw Considerable Light on the 
Question of Country Banks. 
Is an Invited Guest. 


W. S. Witham, one of the most promi- 
nent bankers in the state, made an ad- 
dress before the New York State Bank- 
ers' Association Saturday, at the con- 
clusion of which he received an ovation. 

When Mr. Witham rese to address the 
convention, to which he was an especially 
invited guest, the house was full, and at 
the conclusion the applause was con- 
tinuous. 

A private telegram received by ‘a prom- 
inent banker yesterday told of Mr. 
Witham’s splendid success. 

The conventien is in session at Alexan- 
dria ‘bay, New York. 

The following was received by the As- 
sociated Press Saturday night: 

“At the afternoon session .W. S. 
Witham, of Atlanta, Ga., addressed the 
convention upon ‘Branch Banks.’ Mr. 
Witham was brought from the south by 
the New York bankers because he is 
president of over twenty banks in his 
State. He descrrbed the system upon 
which branch banks were started in 
Georgia. He stated that these institu- 
tions were all independent one of the 
Other, and he maintaired that this was 
the right method to manage them. He 
enumerated the advantages of such insti- 
tutions as follows: 

“There is no capital stock to pay tax 
on, they increase the deposit of the 
parent bank, they save a considerable 
amount of expense, they meet the polit- 
ical demand in keeping rural districts 
supplied with cash that would otherwise 
be concentrated in cities. It is almost 
impossible to create a §un on these 
country banks.’ ”’ 

Some discussion followed upon this sub- 
ject.

HEAT RECORD FOR 


THE MONTH BROKEN 


Atmosphere Ranged from Hot te Terrid 
All Day. 


NO PROSTRATIONS REPORTED 


Parks and Pleasure Resorts Were 
Crowded with People. 


EVERYONE ENDEAVORING TO KEEP COOL 


While Yesterday Was Hot, the Rec- 
ord for the Past Twenty Years 
Still Remains Undisturbed. 


Yesterday was the hottest day of the 
year, 

The sun’s rays beat down from early 
morning until late in the afternoon with 
a degree of intensity that made the heat 
the most oppressive that has been expe- 
rienced in Atlanta in r@éonths. In addi- 
tion, there was no breeze to speak of, 
and the occasional zephyrs that stirred 
lazily, as if they were working over time 
and felt that an injustice was being done 
them, were laden with a dry heat that 
was the reverse of refreshing. 

At its highest point the thermometer 
registered 96.02 degrees. the mercury as- 
cending the tube rapidly from its lowest 
point, 79, where it hovered coquettishiy 
during the early hours of morning. Once 
on the upward grade, it never stopped 
until it broke the record for the present 
month and for the year. 

The daily mean temperature was &8; 
the normal is 80. The deficiency of molst- 
ure up to today is 7.87. 

Up to yesterday last Thursday held the 
record for this month with 95.02 as high. 

The record for July during the past 
twenty years is July 10, 1888, when the 
100 notch was reached. 

The heat caused general’ suffering 
throughout the city, but no cases of pros- 
tration had been reported up to a late 
hour last night. 

Escape from the heat seemed to be the 
chief aim of everybody in the city. Few 
were successful, save those who went in 
swimming or remained at home in a bath- 
tub. 

Those who kept indoors in anticipation 
of a quiet nap awoke from troubled 
dreams of the nethermost regions to find 
themselves bathed in perspiration. 

As early as 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
the cars, which are usually deserted at 
that hour, were packed with hot, pers- 
piring humanity bound for the suburbagy 
resorts. No one seemed to care where he 
or she was going—any place was prefera- 
ble to the city. 

At Grant park the musle attracted a 
vast throng. But even the strains of the 
band failed to make one forget that the 
sun was penetrating every nook and cor- 
ner. 


The man with a philosophical turn of 


mind sat still and silently contemplated : 
moved | 


the discomfiture of those who 
about restlessly in search of a stray bun- 
dle of breeze. 

Even Clio, the elephant who has exe- 
cuted a continuous couchee-couchee 
dance for the delectation of visitors at 
the park ever since her arrival in the 
city, seemed to take a sensible view of 
the situation and refused to go through 
her customary evolutions. Her tiny eyes 
blinked listlessly and she wore an expres- 
sion which seemed to eay: 

“Well, this is hot. But still it might 
be worse. Today reminds one of the 
last Fourth of July I spent in Africa. 
Will I have a peanut? Thanks, aw- 
fully; but it’s too much trouble to lift 
my trunk. Now if you'd said a couple 
of gallons of good, cool water, why--” 

Those whose business kept them on the 
streets found the thermometers on the 
street corners an endless source of in- 
terest. Bets were freely offered that the 
quicksilver would reach the 100 notch, but 
there were no takers. 

The heat continued intense up to 9 
o’clock last night, when a fair breeze was 


stirring. 


KERLIN'S TRIAL 
NEXT SEPTEMBER 


It Will Be the First Session of Court 
Since the Crime. 


MURDER IN FAYETTE COUNTY 


Pearl Knott’s Body Was Found Sunk 
with Iron in Flint River. 


EVIDENCE UPON WHICH KERLIN WAS JAILED 


It Is Said He Will Try To Show the 
Girl’s Father Was Implicated 
in the Murder. 


Many inquiries are being made as to 


‘fhe status of the case of George W. Ker- 


lin, the white man who is charged with 
murdering Miss Pearl Knott in Fayette 
county a few months ago. 

Kerlin was brought to Atlanta just af- 
ter the discovery of the crime, as it was 
feared he might be taken in charge by 
a mob. 

Kerlin !s still in the Tower In this 
city, and as weeks and months have 
passed away and nothing done in his 
case, people, who are ever reminded of 
the law’s delays, are making inquiries. 
The Constitution has received inquiries, 
and one man in Columbus goes so far 
as to say that it looks like Kerlin has 
been “spirited away.’’ 

Kerlin will probably be tried in Fayette 
county in September and the reason he 
has not been tried any sooner is because 
the criminal court has not convened in 
that county since the commission of the 
crime with which the prisoner stands 
charged. 

While there has apparently been a qui- 
etus and no mention made of what was 
going on in the Kerlin case, yet it Is 
said that very much has been going on 
and that the prosecution and the defense 
have not been idle. 

Last April the body of Pearl Kncett 
was found in the Flint river loaded down 
with old plows and pieces of iron. Her 
father worked on the farm of George 
Kerlin. The dead girl’s sister said she 
fiad seen Pearl riding off with Kerlin 
in a buggy the afternoon before the cead 
body was found in the river. Then there 
were accusations that Kerlin’s rel: tions 
with Pearl Knott had not been what they 
should have been. It was in evidence 
that Kerlin had promised to get his son 
to marry the girl to shield hor and him- 
self. Kerlin was seen at a store in the 
direction of the river where Pearl's body 
was found, and he admitted he nad ; een 
to the store the very afternoon preced- 
ing the crime. That was about tne cir- 
cumstantial evidence upon which Kerlin 
was held. 

Now it is that Kerlin will at- 
tempt to show that the girl's father had 
something to do with her death and that 
he is being made a shield to hide an- 
other’s crime. The prosecution 
that it has more and stronger evidence 
that will show beyond a doubt that Ker- 
lin and no other murdered the: girl to 
shield himself, and that he decoyed the 
girl from home, killed her and threw her 
body into the river.

The saloon man was a tax payer 
and the Salvation Army man had no 
right to speak in any such manner.

ELOQUENT SERMONS HEARD 


FROM ATLANTA’S PULPITS 


* AT TRINITY CHURCH. 


Despite the unusual heat, a large con- 
Sregation was in attendance at Trinity 
church yesterday morning. The pastor, 
Rev. W. B. Stradley, delivered a forcible 
and convincing sermon on the suLject, 
“The Sin of Unbelief.” His text, taken 
from Romans ii, 32, was: “‘For God hath 
concluded them all in unbelief, that he 
might have mercy upon all.” 

The argument of the sermon was the 
enormity of the sin of unbelief. Rev. 
Stradley is part spoke as follows: 

“Unbelief is sin. Unbelier is the sin of 
all sins. We become very much exer- 
clsed over our specific sins—and well we 
may, but the sin of all sins 1s the rejec- 
tion of Jesus Christ, our Lord and Sa- 
vior. So we may substitute the word 
sin of unbeltef. 

“There is a vast difference between sin 
and vice. Vice is something that society 
condemns. But a man may be absolute- 
ly free from all vice, innocent of lying, 
slander, covetousness, dishonesty, adul- 
tery and murder, yet be a sinner, be- 
cause he does not worship God with his 
whole heart, soul and body. 

“The general indictment 
brought against men is that they love 
the world, the material things of life. 
This is possibly the besetting sin of man- 
kind. Many worship’ the world Lefore 
God. 

“But the worship 
things of life is not the only form of 
idolatry. Much sin takes the form of 
the worship of physical qualities—that is, 
putting the creature before the creator. 
Parents worship their children, children 
worship th@ir (parents. The husbaaud 
worships the wife, the wife the hus- 
band. < 

“The other form of idolatry is the wor- 
ship of moral qualities. This is the 
highest form of idolatry. It is idolatry 
because you cannot worship the worid. 
physical qualities or moral qualities be- 
fore the Creator, without being an idol- 
ator.’’

Rev Walker Lewis conducted the 
morning services at the First Methodist 
church yesterday and preached a strong 
sermon. His theme was “Sin,’’ and in 
the course of his remarks he drew many

before the sermon, Fwrank P. 
vice president of the board of 
trustees, made a short talk, in which he 
told of the financial matters in connec- 
tion with the church.

The text of the sermon was: ‘‘Come 
now, let us reason together, saith the 
Lord.

Among other things, Dr. Lewis sald: 

“There is sin in the world. On this 
point there can be no shadow of a 
doubt. No man is so dense as to deny 
the existence of sin. None of us are free 
from it. The catalogue of sin and wick- 
edness is large, but this promise of the 
text, which comes from the Almighty, is 
a hand stretched down from heaven to 
sinners for their salvation. 

“The gospel alone cannot save a man, 
but the Bible those who really 
want to do right to more fully under- 
stand their sins, and offers a remedy. 
A forgiven man ought not to uncover 
his past. He unmans himself when he 
does so: the past should be buried from

j the sight and tearing of his fellow men 


and he should strive to live up to. his 
life.’”’ 

In conclusion, Dr. Lewis briefly touch- 
ed upon the subject of intemperance, and 
said that drunkenness was one of tne 
worst curses of the day.

Dr. C. P. Bridewell, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church, preached an elo- 
quent and forceful sermon to young men 
from his pulpit yesterday morning.

Owing to the unexpected ill- 
ness of Miss Jennie Boyd, the soprano 
of the choir, the excellent musical pro- 
gramme, which had been prepared es- 
pecially for the occasion, had to be post- 
poned.

Tamera drew from his text the 
lesson that mankind should consider na- 
ture as they find it, for by it 1s shown 
the handiwork of God. and His great 
potency is thus revealed to man all 
around him. 


* AT MOORE MEMORIAL. : 
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“Cheerfulness” was the subject of an 
interesting sermon by Dr. Holderby yes- 
terday morning at Moore Memorial 
church, drawn from the verse, ‘‘Be of 
f00d cheer, for I have overcome the 
world,” John xvi, 23, Dr. Holderby 
dweit upon the duty of Christians to be 
cheerful at all times, even in tribulation, 
and thereby show to the world the worth 
of their religion. In part, he said: 

“The world is full of disappointment and 
Sorrow and tribulation, and is full of 
these things because it is full of sim It 
inust have been like a clap of thunder 
to the disciples when Christ told them 
that they must suffer tribulation in this 
world. All their hopes of an earthly 
kirgdom and earthly glory and riches 
were dashed to the ground. But the Lord 
in.mediately added the: savirge clause: 
‘For I have overcome the world,’ 

“Good cheer means several different 
things. It comes frum a word which 
means ‘face,’ for when a man is of good 
cheer it will shine out in his countenance. 
If a man is happy in his religion, it will 
be seen in his outer life and will shine 
out in his face so the world will know 
it. It is a solemn duty of every Chris- 
tian to be cheerful, for it is a @lrect com- 
mard of Jesus Christ. The plan of sal- 
vation was given just as much to make 
us happy tn this life as to prepare us for 
the judgment. 

“The word has also another meaning. 
It means courage. No coward can be 
cheerful. What is wanted to be cheerful 
is simple true godly courage. 

“IT want to give you a prescription taken 
from the word of God, How are we to be 
cheerful? First, have implicit trust and 
faith in God. The very moment we lose 
faith in God it becomes impossible to be 
cheerful. The devil can’t shake the man 
who believes that all things work to- 
gether for his good. Secondly, look on 
the bright side of things, never on the 
dark side. A man can school himself to 
this just as in anything else. There’s a 
bright side to everything and remember 
nothing is as bad as it might be. 

“Lastly, we should be submissive to 
God's will in al] things, remembering 
that Jesus Christ has fought the battles 
and won the victory. Then the world will 
want our religion, the world will be 
saved.”’

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Dr. Broughton Spoke in Defense of 
the Preachers. 


HE CHAMPIONED THE WORK

Dr. Len G. Broughton, pastor of the 
Tabernacle Baptist church, last night 
spoke in defense of the street preachers, 
After announcing that next Sunday night 
he would conclude his present series of 
sermons on ‘“‘The Whisky Traffic and the 
Home,’ he began his sermon.

HISTORIC BO

OK FOUND 
IN CAPITOL BASEMENT 


Secretary of State Phil Cook, while 
searching through a mass of old docu- 
ments and books in the basement of the 
capitol recently, came across a torn and 
tattered volume which has proved .to be 
of considerable historic importance. 
According to the index, which remains 
intact, the book originally, contained 1,411 


are now in the book. The covers have 
been torn away and only such pages as 
have escaped the ravages of the capt- 
tol rodents are left to tell the tale. 

From all appearances the volume con- 
tained not only copies, but also original 
treaties between various Indian _ tribes 
which years ago infested the mountains 
and valleys of Georgia. The writings are 
in a clear and copper plate looking hand 
and are as legible as the day they were 
written. 

An old goose quill pen was doubtless 
used and not a blot or alteration is to 
be found anywhere. The volume ts a mod- 
el of néatness and to the casual observ- 
er appears to have been printed instead 
of laboriously written. 

Colonel Cook has spent considerable 
time in going carefully through the vol- 
ume as it sta@ls, and he will place it In 
the archives of the state department as 
a valuable and unique relic of Georgia 
in the days when the state was hardly 
more than a waste of wild lands and still 
more savage men. 

One of the first documents tn the book 
is the treaty with the Cherokee and 
Creek Indians, signed at Augusta in 1773. It 
was an agreement concerning certain 
lands, and one of the signers was Govern- 
or James Jackson. Following this is a 
separate treaty with the Cherokees, also 
signed at Augusta, some ten years later, 
in 1783. 

Among the signers of this treaty are to 
be found the names of Governor Lyman 
Hall, grandfather of the Captain Hall, of 
the Technological school; Geperal John 
Twiggs, Colonel Elijah Clark, Colonel Wil- 
liam Few, Hon, Ed Telfair and General 
S. Elbert. All of these men were well 
known in those days, having served with 
destinction in the Revolutionary war and 
were prominent in forming the history 
of the state. They composed a special 
committee which had been appointed by 
the legislature to treat with the Indians, 
with whom the people of Georgia had been 
having difficulty coQ:erning certain lands. 

Eighteen of the most celebrated of the 
Cherokee chiefs were present at this con- 
ference and signed the treaty. Among 
these were Cat, Nenean Jack and Che- 
qua-ena, three of the most notorious as 
well as the most famous warriors that 
the Cherokee tribe could boast. For 
years these men had strenuously opposed 


pages, but of that number only about 400 | 


a treaty with the whites, whom they 
claimed were eneavoring to drive the 
Cherokees from their own lands, but they 
finally yielded with grace, and after the 
treaty became almost the champions of 
the settlers. 

One of the terms of the treaty was that 
the Indians should return all negroes, 
horses, cattle and preperty taken during 
their raids, and that a new line should 
be drawn between the white settlement 
and the hunting grounds of the Indians. 
It appears that the whites had been 
trespassing on the hunting grounds of 
the Cherokees and had been killing game 
with a high hand. To this the head chiefs 
strongly objected and considerable fighting 
was the result. The Indians would swoop 
down on the farm of a settter, take all the 
slaves, cattle and horses and whatever 
other property that could be found and 
get away. 

Similar treaties were entered into with 
the Creeks and Choctaws two years later 
and the originals of these appear in the 
books now at the capitol. Records of the 
now celebrated conferences at Hopewell 
and Shoulder Bone, where important 
treaties were made, also appear. One of 
the most interesting records In the en- 
tire book is the treaty with a tribe of 
Indians in the state of New York in 1790. 
It seems that the state desired certain 
concessions from the Indians and while 
the tribes in the state we8e perfectly 
willfng to sign the treaty the document 
needed the signature of this tribe that 
had wandered far from the old hunting 
grounds, 

In accordance with action taken by the 
legislature, a committee was appointed to 
confer with this tribe, and among those 
forming this commission were Jolt@: Hab- 
ersham and.Jarad Erwin, two men who, 
in the history of Georgia, have been of 
considerable prominence. 

Amendments to the constitution of the 
state appear in the volumé and also a 
complete copy of the definitive treaty 
with Great Britain shortly after the rev- 
olutionary war had béen brought to a 
close. The declaration of independence 
also appears, as does the articles of con- 
federation between the original thirteen 
states. The report of the convention be- 
tween South Carolina and Georgia, con- 
cluded at Buford in 1787, appears in full. 

A proclamation of the king of England 
made in 1763, establishing the governments 
of east and west Florida and extending 
the southern boundaries of Georgia, is 
among the copies in the volume. 

Probably one of the most interesting 
copies appearing anywhere in the book Is 
a friendship treaty between the king of 
Spain and America. This treaty was 
agreed upon October 27, 17%, at San Lare- 
zo el Real, and bears the signatures of 
Thomas Pinckney and El Principe de la 
Paz. 

Colonel Cook is anxious to have the book 
put in proper shape for preservation, and 
the legislature will doubtless be 
appealed to. It is probable that an 
appropriation will be made to have this 
and other valuable books bound.

SPOKE OF NEED OF HIS RACE 


— 


Gave the Members of His Church 
Some Excellent Advice—Synop- 
sis of His Sermon. 


Rev. H. H. Proctor, colored, preached 
the last sermon tin his series on “The 
Black Man's Burden” at the First Con- 
gregational church last night. He had 
spoken on “Culture” and ‘“‘Cash’’ as rem- 
edies for the ills of his race; last night 
the theme was ‘“Character.”’ His text 
was MHroverbs xiv, #: ‘‘Righteousness 
exalted a nation; but sin is a reproach 
to any people.” 

He spoke of the bright side of his 
people’s character, then of the dark side, 
and then of the helps to character. He 
treated these three topics in detail, speak- 
ing somewhat at length. Among other 
things he said: 

“Culture is needed, cash Is 
but character is the great thing. With- 
out character culture is whitewash and 
gold is corruption. Character is the only 
solid basis for racial development. Races 
possess characters just as individuals. 
The world judge men largely by their 
racial grouping. We rise or fall together. 
Character is the highest test of a peo- 
ple. 

‘In passing Judgment on a people, their 
past condition and present environment 
must be considered. In view of all the 
facts, the wonder should be not how 
bad the negro but how good. We 
have been charged with instability of 
character, This is enly partly true; our 
flexibility has been mininterpreted for 
instability. This flexibility of character 
has Leen our salvation on American soll. 
Yielding under pressure, we have fitted 
in wonderfully to our environment. The 
white man and the black are contrasts, 
not contrarles; complimentary opposites, 
not irreconcilable opponents. 

“In eradicating the serious 
our character let us exalt 
make it attractive, make it Christian. 
The home is the reservoir of the race, 
and out from it flows our weal or woe, 
Cultivate a pure religion, not the religion 
sound, but of soberness; not the te- 
ligion of emotion, but of motion; not the 
relgiion of sentiment, but of sense. A 
religion that holds up Christ in His 
simplicity and power. This is the one 
living fountain that must water every 
part of the social garden. 

“Hear the plea I make. Character is 
the great thing. Can culture save us? 
W here Greece, the land of culture? 
Gone down! Can wealth save us? Where 
is the Babylon into whose coffers flowed 
the wealth of that day? Gone down! 
Why? They lacked character. What 
shall the negro do to be ‘saved? Join 
goodness to gold, character to culture. 
Then shall our burdens lift, and we 
shall be useful to ourselves and a blessing 
to the world.”’
